S A FORMULA to secure peace and well-being, 

A there is no substitute for obedience to the 
commandments of God. There is a domestic 
problem confronting us today that stems directly from 
our national refusal to heed the instructions of the 
Lord. Juvenile delinquency is a menace of steadily 
mounting proportions in our nation and thoughtful 
men and women are greatly disturbed by the evidence 
of an appalling increase in crime among teenagers. 
Poor environment and the lack of proper education 
in school are blamed, but the records show that young 
criminals come from both high and low estates. 

The increasing propensity to engage in criminal 
activities stems wholly from a spiritual lack and the 
roots of the present crime wave run back into pre- 
ceding generations — to the parents and grandparents 
of the boys and girls who are committing wanton 
crimes today. This is so because of the failure to heed 
God’s instructions as given through Moses: “‘Now these 
are the commandments, the statutes, and the judg- 
ments, which the Lord your God commanded to 
teach you . . . that thou mightest fear the Lord thy 
God, to keep all his statutes and his commandments, 
which I command thee, thou, and thy son, and thy 
son’s son, all the days of thy life’ (Deut. 6: 1-2). 

God’s commandments, statutes and judgments 
comprise the whole Law of the Lord, not excepting 
the —Ten Commandments, which are the code of 
personal conduct for every Christian. If, in relation 
to the Ten Commandments alone, the instructions 
of the Lord were faithfully followed from generation 
to generation as the Lord commanded, the frightening 
circumstances which exist today among our young 
people would not be possible. Moses warned the people: 
‘Accordingly, you must keep these words of mine in 
mind and heart . . . you must teach them to your 
children, talking about them when you are sitting at 
home and when you go off on a journey, when you 
lie down and when you get up” (Deut. 11: 18-19). 

These specific directions are only understandable 
when it is realized that the Law of the Lord apper- 
tains to every phase of daily activity. How many 
parents today, even those who are in regular attendance 
at church every Sunday, are aware of the necessity 
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to obey this command of the Lord? Nor are church 
leaders guiltless, for church teaching for decades has 
been that the Law of the Lord is not applicable in 
this Christian Dispensation — grace, they say, having 
replaced the law. No statement could be farther from 
the truth. Grace is not a substitute for the keeping 
of the law. It is, rather, the action of God’s mercy 
and forgiveness, rendering Divine assistance to enable 
the Christian to enlarge his spiritual capacity to be 
obedient to the spirit of the law. 

Add to this the concerted endeavor to force the 
removal of Bible reading and instruction of any kind 
from the curriculums of our public schools and it is 
easy to see why a generation has grown up and produced 
children who have no firm foundation on which to 
build a standard of righteous conduct. The only 
prohibitions imposed upon the youth of today are 
those incidental to the pursuit of the joie de vivre 
in the strata of society in which they move. 

Apart from a return to the principles of the Divine 
law, there is no solution to the violence and crime in 
our midst. The internal quietude we seek will continue 
to elude us until the commandments of the Lord are 
given their rightful place of importance in the instruc- 
tion received by our young people. No educational, 
recreational or welfare programs will avail as a substi- 
tute for an understanding of the Law of the Lord 
and a genuine recognition of its efhicaciousness in bring- 
ing about a state of national well-being. What is most 
needed is a reverential respect for the Divine law: 

“The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the 
soul: the testimony of the Lord is sure, making wise 
the simple. The statutes of the Lord are right, 
rejoicing the heart: the commandment of the Lord 
is pure, enlightening the eyes. The fear of the Lord 
is clean, enduring forever: the judgments of the Lord 
are true and righteous altogether. More to be desired 
are they than gold, yea, than much fine gold: sweeter 
also than honey and the honeycomb. Moreover, by 
them is thy servant warned: and in the keeping of 
them there is great reward” (Ps. 19: 7-11). 

When, in the Great Regeneration that lies ahead 
of us, a new heart and a new spirit are given by the 
Lord to His people in fulfillment of His covenant, 
they will understand that the way to peace — both 
national and international — is through obedience to 
the beneficent Law of the Lord. In that day His people 
will delight to do His will and His law shall be their 
meditation day and night. This will bring about the 
fulfillment of the Lord’s promise through Isaiah: “And 
all thy children shall be taught of the Lord; and great 
shall be the peace of thy children.”

‘Berlin Fiasco Tue Berwin CONFERENCE was no 

different than former endeavors to 
discover some common meeting ground with the Soviets 
when there is none. It was a complete fiasco. Is there 
anyone so naive as to think that the face-saving device 
instituted in the closing sessions of the Berlin Conference 
— the call for a further conference at Geneva on April 26, 
1954 to consider Korea — will solve anything? Actually 
the Geneva Conference could be the final straw that will 
break the back of the uneasy unity that has enabled the 
West to present a semblance of more or less solidity in 
facing Soviet demands. The conflict in Indo-China will 
be one of the topics for consideration at the forthcoming 
conference and it could well be that France might suc- 
cumb to Soviet pressure in that area and, by precipitate 
action, spearhead the disunity the Kremlin is counting 
on as the final result of these conferences. 

The uselessness of conferring with Soviet Russia has 
become so well established that to continue such talks is 
to court appeasement and ultimate surrender to Soviet 
demands. As stated in Destiny for January 1954: 


“We are living today in a time of war and it is not a time to 
talk. Yet we are endeavoring to talk with a vicious foe and, in 
doing so, we are courting catastrophe. The time to talk has not 
yet arrived, nor will it come until the foe has been decisively 
defeated.” 


Again in Destiny for February 1954 this comment ap- 
peared: 


“It is useless to enter into talks with the Kremlin, for they 
will only be used by these shrewd and scheming men to delay 
Western preparations to meet the coming blow when the order 
is given for the Russian hordes to march. There is no chance 
whatever of coming to terms with Russia on any agreement 
that can be acceptable to the West.” 


Why, under such conditions, should we continue to 
hold conferences with an enemy who is using our willing- 
ness to talk to gain a decisive diplomatic victory over us? 
It is the height of folly for us to sit down with Soviet 
Russia and Red China, no matter how their presence at 
such a conference may be catalogued, for there can be no 
accord between justice and tyranny. How can there be a 
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meeting of minds between those who believe in right 
dealing and the atheistical, deceitful leaders in the Kremlin 
and their co-partners, the barbarious and cruel heathen 
now in control of China. 

As one conference follows another we are but moving 
from disaster to disaster, for the holding of such confer- 
ences enables the enemy to exploit their fellow conferees 
through delaying tactics and buy the time they need to 
complete their program of aggression. Thirteen years 
ago, in Destiny for November 1941, it was observed: 


“For many years Russia has been carrying on a campaign 
for revolution in many countries, including the United States 
of America. Will she discontinue such activities at the close of 
a successful war with Germany? It would be more likely that 
victory will give her assurance of greater victory over all nations 
and bring a renewal of her efforts at world revolution. Russia is 
definitely committed to world revolution and the destruction of 
all other forms of government. She is perfectly willing to accept 
help from these governments in times of stress, but her leaders 
have gone on record as willing to accept such help and unwill- 
ing to keep their agreements when the breaking of them is to 
her advantage. Can it reasonably be expected that her alliance 
with the Anglo-Saxon world will be the one exception?” 


This was written to warn against entering into any 
alliance with Soviet Russia at the time Germany attacked 
her, but that warning was completely ignored. In Destiny 
for February 1943 this statement was made: 


‘The star of Hitlerism reached its zenith last fall [1942] and 
is now declining, but the star of Communism is ascending, the 
evidence of which will become more and more apparent in the 
days immediately ahead.” 


The pity of it all is that as a people and nation we must 
still learn the hard way, and suffer in proportion, while we 
endeavor to deal with a foe with whom all the prophets 
of the Lord have warned us to have no dealings whatever. 
Had our nation and its leaders believed and accepted the 
message of the prophets of the Lord, and conformed with 
the requirements of the Divine law, refraining from enter- 
ing into any alliances with the evil men in the Kremlin, 
no assistance whatever would have been given the Soviet 
Union. 

If we had followed the above course, the outcome of 
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World War II would have been the complete destruction 
of both Nazism and Communism when they fought each 
other. The world would have been far better off with the 
elimination of these two ideologies of government. We 
made the mistake of going to the assistance of the Kremlin 
when Hitler marched into Russia and we are now making 
a further mistake in trying to appease the men in the 
Kremlin in the forlorn hope that they might finally be- 
come reasonable. How much better it would have been if 
we had only heeded the warning of Paul when he said: 


“Be ye not unequally yoked together with unbelievers: for 
what fellowship hath righteousness with unrighteousness? And 
what communion hath light with darkness? And what concord 
hath Christ with Belial? Or what part hath he that believeth 
with an infidel?” (II Cor. 6: 14-15.) 


On the basis of this injunction alone we should have 
no dealings with the evil men in the Kremlin. 





‘Rotten cA [pples THe Worwip Covuncit of Churches 

is to meet at Evanston; Illinois, Aug- 
ust 15 to 31, 1954. Undoubtedly clergymen who have been 
behind the Iron Curtain and collaborated with Soviet 
Russia and Red China will be among those in attendance. 
But what we are interested in is the subject that is on the 
agenda for discussion. The following excerpts are taken 
from an editorial in The Christian Century for October 7, 
1953: 


“So wide and deep are the differences on some of the topics 
on the Association’s agenda that debate is likely to be prolonged, 
and may be heated. . . . Their aftermath can drive lines of 
division through local congregations, unless prior defenses are 
made secure. The Evanston aftermath can even cost the preacher 
on courthouse square his job. . . . Consider, for example, the 
local effects of prolonged debate on the central theme of the 
Evanston Assembly, ‘Christ — The Hope of the World.’ ... 
If the Evanston’s formulation of the World Council’s message 
takes a verbal form which plays into the hands of millennial 
evangelists — something that will be hard to avoid —it will 
not be long before the shock is felt in the local congregation. 
The time for the pastor to perceive this danger, and start pre- 
paring against it, is now.” 


These remarks reflect how disturbing the conference 
agenda is to the modernists. Speaking of the possible 
trends at the Evanston gathering, The Christian Century 
comments: 


“Of course it is impossible at this time to forecast the course 
which the Evanston consideration of this central theme will 
follow. But it is certain that it will be largely concerned with 
eschatology questions. . .. We do not predict that this is 
going to happen, but we know that it easily could.” 


In plain language the modernists are fearful that the 
doctrines of the last or final things — such as those which 
pertain to the state of the dead, resurrection, immortality 
and judgment, as well as the second coming of Jesus 
Christ — will come up for discussion at this year’s gather- 
ing to disturb the complacency of those who have already 
rejected the teachings of our Lord and His apostles re- 
garding these great truths. It is perhaps most significant 
that these issues are to be raised at Evanston in August of 
1954. It may be that events prior to that gathering will 
settle the issue for the delegates in regard to the predic- 
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tions of the prophets of the Lord. It could happen! 

The fear with which these Churchmen approach the 
subject of Jesus Christ as the Hope of the World shows to 
what extent modernism has affected the Christian Church. 
One rotten apple in the barrel will soon infect all the 
fruit, for apples will not long remain whole if one that is 
decaying is allowed to remain near them. Modernism in 
the Christian Church has acted like a rotten apple in the 
barrel. Its doctrines have contaminated all with which 
they have come in contact. Modernist church leaders are 
fearful of controversial questions and wish to prevent the 
discussion of Jesus Christ, the resurrection and His second 
advent from upsetting their modernist congregations. 

But even the Church of Laodicea is to awaken at last 
under the pressure of tribulation. Is the groundwork to be 
laid in Evanston next August that will bring this Church 
to accept the advice given it in Revelation, causing the 
rotten apples to be cast out? There the exhortation is 
given: 


“I counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in the fire, that thou 
mayest be rich; and white raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, 
and that the shame of thy nakedness do not appear; and anoint 
thine eyes with eyesalve, that thou mayest see.” (Rev. 3: 18.) 


We shall watch with a great deal of interest the results 
that will follow this gathering and the ensuing discussion 
of the important questions pertaining to Jesus Christ and 
the resurrection. Will it turn out to be for some gathered 
there the eyesalve of which John speaks in Revelation? 
It is certain that the date of the assembly is significant, 
for the awakening of the Laodicean Church is to take 
place when Christ is standing at the Door and about to 
enter. The chronological timing is therefore thought- 
provoking, following, as this conference does, the close of 
the forty years of the forty-year generation that began 
with World War I. 





Final Hour of Tue Day or WRATH is shown as 

. beginning August 20, 1953 and 
Morning Watch extending to October 15, 1956 
(see chart, ““The Time of Transition,” Destiny for De- 
cember 1953, p. 418). The Morning or First Watch of 
this day ends on June 4, 1954, for it is 288 days in length. 
The watch consists of three hours of 96 days each, with 
the second hour ending on February 28, 1954. March 1, 
1954 would therefore be the beginning of the final hour 
of this Morning Watch. We ask this question: Is the pat- 
tern of violence revealed as the second hour ends and the 
third hour begins a harbinger of the violence that is to 
become increasingly evident as we move on toward noon 
and afternoon of this Day of Wrath? 

During the last week of the second hour of this watch, 
Major General Mohammed Naguib was ousted in Egypt 
as President and Premier and then as quickly reinstated. 
As the hour came to its end, serious riots took place in 
Cairo on February 28, 1954 and the next day (March 1, 
1954) Premier Naguib arrived in Khartoum to witness 
the opening of Sudan’s first parliament. His arrival 
sparked riotous demonstrations in which 22 persons were 
killed and more than a hundred injured. 

To the north of Egypt an army coup in Syria forced 
President Adib Shishekly to resign and leave the country. 
Also, reports are that the Israeli State is alert, with 250 
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thousand men mobilized along her borders. Thus tension 
is increasing throughout the Middle East where the 
prophets of the Bible indicate major moves are soon to 
take place. 

In India Prime Minister Nehru is vigorously opposing 
the military aid President Eisenhower has promised 
Pakistan. On March 1, 1954 Nehru spurned similar aid 
for India and demanded that the U. S. observers get off 
the UN cease-fire team in disputed Kashmir, claiming 
they are no longer neutral. Furthermore, Nehru warns 
that United States military aid to Pakistan will make 
World War III inevitable. 

The seriousness of the crisis in the Middle East and 
elsewhere is well summarized by The Weekly Review for 
March 5, 1954, which refers to Soviet policy as concen- 
trating on Africa and Asia; that a crash is impending in 
Persia; that India is definitely headed for chaos. The 
warning is that the West can count on an extension of 
trouble and chaos throughout all of this territory. The 
dangers are deadly and the signals are red! 

The events ending the second and beginning the third 
hour of this Morning Watch betoken the seriousness of 
the outlook for the future. To these international develop- 
ments must be added the attempted assassination of mem- 
bers of the U. S. House of Representatives on March 1, 
1954 at Washington, D. C. Two men and a woman yelled, 
“Free Puerto Rico!” as they sprayed the chamber of the 
House from the gallery with twenty-five to thirty shots, 
wounding five representatives, two of them seriously. 
The attack caused an immediate alert at the White House 
and other government agencies. Back of this shooting 
there is evidence of a Communist plot from the reports 
received. The people of Puerto Rico themselves have 
overwhelmingly voted against the independent status de- 
manded by the radical nationalists. 

The Inter-American Conference in Caracas, Venezuela 
opened on March 1, 1954. The question of Communist 
infiltration in the Western Hemisphere is high on the 
agenda in this gathering of 20 republics. 

It was on March 1, 1954 that the announcement was 
made of the beginning of atomic tests in the Marshall Isles 
in the Pacific Ocean, perhaps the explosion of a hydrogen 
bomb. The announcement merely mentioned the first 
explosion to be an atomic device in a new series of tests. 

The 96 days of this third hour of the Morning Watch 
may prove to be decisive in the trends which will be es- 
tablished and which will affect all before they have run 
their full course. It is certain that violence punctuated 
the beginning of the hour. During this hour, as pointed 
out in “When Ye Think Not,” Destiny for March 1954 
(pp. 97-100), the end of the period of gestation, dating 
from August 20, 1953, will come. The date is May 17, 
1954. Also, the displacement factor in days — 286 days 
— after August 20, 1953 will terminate on June 2, 1954, 
the anniversary of the Coronation of Queen Elizabeth II 
and two days before the hour ends on June 4, 1954. One 
quarter of an hour after this third hour and Morning 
Watch ends will bring us to June 28, 1954, a date strongly 
marked and the anniversary of the beginning of World 
War I, forty years after God moved to take peace from 
the earth (see “The Fortieth Year,” Destiny for April 
1954, pp. 123-126). The importance of this year, in the 
light of all the chronological implications, cannot be too 
strongly stressed. The increase in violence, both domestic 
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and international, is a potent warning of an impending 
cataclysm.

denied the right of the school au- 
thorities of New Jersey to permit the Gideons, an organi- 
zation engaged in wide distribution of the Bible, to give 
Bibles to any school child in that state. The school author- 
ities had already made provision so that no Roman 
Catholic, Jewish, infidel’s or atheist’s child would receive 
a Bible; in fact, no child was to be given one except by 
direct orders of their parents. In The Methodist Challenge 
for March 1954, Rev. Bob Shuler explains what hap- 
pened, stating the decision of the New Jersey Supreme 
Court “was the result of an effort made by a Jewish Rabbi 
and other Jews.” He goes on to say: 


“The distribution was proceeding upon that basis [as stated 
above], when the Jews went to court and asked for an injunc- 
tion, stopping the distribution.” 


Then he comments: 


“This action of the Jews, undoubtedly fostered, promoted 
and possibly financed by the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith was not an action in defense of their own children, but an 
action depriving Protestant Christians and their children of 
what they desired.” 


Recognizing, as we have long recognized, the Anti- 
Defamation League as an un-American gestapo in our 
midst working against freedom of speech, religion and 
the press, Mr. Shuler indicts its anti-Christian and book- 
burning tactics as follows: 


‘Nor is this all of the nefarious ‘book burning’ program of 
the Anti-Defamation League and its allies. Some months ago 
Dr. John Beaty, Professor of English in Southern Methodist 
University in Dallas, wrote a book, The Iron Curtain Over America,* 
which almost immediately became the most talked-of book of 
the day. It was sensational because it was the result of years of 
research by one of the most scholarly men of America, a man 
connected actively with one of America’s most respected Uni- 
versities and a man who had occupied conspicuous position 
within the official life of his nation. It was further sensational 
because it was documented as few books that have ever been 
written. 

“This book enjoyed spectacular circulation until within the 
past few months, when it was discovered that herculean efforts 
were being made to suppress it. Book stores were being threat- 
ened and intimidated. The publishers themselves felt the pres- 
sure. Men like Fifield of Los Angeles, with his Spiritual Mobili- 
zation, were forced into retractions. Fifield had vigorously rec- 
ommended the book. Few organizations in America, with which 
I am acquainted, work like this. But such are the open tactics 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith. If this is not the 
peak in ‘book burning,’ pray tell me what it is. 

“Much is being said and written today about the Bill of 
Rights. Bishop Oxnam is travelling far and wide, speaking in 
his own defense, always urging ‘academic freedom’ and the 
principle of ‘civil liberties.’ But now the other ox is being gored. 
The well-known subversive elements in this country are seeking 
to suppress a book, which is written and published in the United 
States under the full protection of the Bill of Rights, ‘academic 
freedom’ and ‘civil liberty.” Where are these eloquent defenders 
while this monstrous thing is being done? 

“Undoubtedly the hour has come for real Americans to be-

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come vocal at this point. For years, we have been scared off by 
the threat that we would be classified as anti-Semitic if we stood 
up for our rights. We have permitted the Anti-Defamation 
League, which is the most powerful and best financed secret 
police system in America, to brow-beat us into submission. 
Hitler and Stalin combined never had an agency of such ruth- 
lessness and far-reaching brutality of purpose, in my opinion, as 
this organization. The question is: Shall American men lie 
down and take it while such insults to the American Way are 
perpetuated? For be it known to all men, what the School Au- 
thorities of New Jersey undertook to do, in giving Bibles to those 
who wanted them and said so, is the American Way. Moreover, 
the writing and publishing of a book of authenticated facts and 
the circulation of that book is the American Way. 

*‘No bunch of men, be they Jew or Gentile, white or black, 
rich or poor, honest or criminal, have a right in America to take 
the gangster way of preventing the circulation of the Bible 
among people who want it, or of suppressing a book that has 
been written by a highly respected and honorable American. 
These are things that have brought undeserved anguish the way 
of the Jewish people throughout history. No people will long 
endure such highhanded tactics. This nation was founded by 
our Christian forefathers to be a land where their children’s 
children could accept Bibles from anybody they choose to ac- 
cept Bibles from. Those same stubborn Puritans and their kind 
meant that their sons’ sons should write, publish and circulate 
any honestly written, conscientiously substantiated book they 
choose to offer their fellow Americans. 

“Any group of people and any organization that undertakes 
to interfere with the American Way our forefathers died to give 
us as a heritage will sooner or later find themselves in serious 
trouble. And the pity is, that they are apt to get innocent folk 
into the trouble of their own making. That’s what happened in 
Germany. That’s what has happened a dozen times in history. 
That’s what has been happening ever since a very similar group 
nailed an innocent man to a cross more than nineteen hundred 
years ago. 

‘Possibly there’s something in the Bible and in Dr. Beaty’s 
book that the Anti-Defamation League and their allies do not 
want the children of America to read and that they hope to 
keep from the reading public generally. Well, this ‘book burn- 
ing’ way of doing it is just too bad. Americans don’t like it.” 


*‘Americans don’t like it’? may not begin to express the 
volume of resentment which will well up — and very soon 
now — throughout Anglo-Saxon lands against an or- 
ganization that should have no place in our midst. The 
very tactics of this gestapo-like organization will cause to 
come to pass the fulfillment of the words of Ezekiel (39: 10) 
when God’s people finally awaken to the insidiousness of 
these methods, for then they will “‘spoil those that spoiled 
them, and rob those that robbed them, saith the Lord 
God.” 





Series of Tes Tue Unirep States has exploded an 

atomic device in a new series of tests 
in the Pacific Ocean. The Atomic Energy Commission 
reported on March 1, 1954 that the detonation of the 
device took place at the proving ground in the Marshall 
Islands. Details were withheld. The tests are expected to 
continue for several weeks and to include an explosion of 
the latest type of hydrogen bomb. 

What is of particular interest is the location where these 
bomb tests are being made, for, as pointed out in ‘‘The 
World That Then Was” (this issue), they are evidently 
being carried out in the vicinity of the ancient homeland 
of the antediluvian world which today is the location of 
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the Great Deep or Abyss, the abode of the Rephaim. 

This raises an extremely interesting question in the 
light of the statement made by Isaiah that the land of the 
Shades is to be ruined. The time of that destruction is de- 
clared to be when the present age comes to its close. We 
refer particularly to the last sentence of Isaiah 26: 19 
which, in eight different translations, reads as follows: 


‘And the earth shall cast out the dead.” (King James Version.) 

“And the earth shall cast out the Rephaim.” (Newbury Bible.) 

‘And the land of the giants thou shalt pull down into ruin.” 
(Douay Bible.) 

‘But the land of the ungodly shall fall.’? (The Septuagint.) 

*‘And on the land of the shades thou wilt let it fall.” (Revised 
Standard Version.) 

‘Till dead spirits arise.” (Moffatt Bible.) 

‘And the earth will bring the Shades to birth.” (Smith and 
Goodspeed Bible.) 

‘But earth o’erwhelm th’ oppressors.” (Ferrar Fenton Bible.) 


Is God using man’s discovery of how to split the atom 
to bring to pass the fulfillment of His purposes concerning 
the Shades and their place of abode? Will the Great Deep, 
or Abyss, become untenable for them as a result of the 
extensive experiments being made with atomic devices 
in the Pacific? If their habitation is ruined as a result, 
will this be followed by such an eruption from the Abyss 
that it will literally cause these dead spirits to rise to birth 
from the darkness of the nether world? 

In speaking of birth, David refers to the womb where 
life is formed prior to birth as, “the world below” (see 
Ps. 139: 13-18, Moffatt Trans.). If the present habitation 
of the Rephaim is ruined by the experiments being carried 
on in the Pacific, will it precipitate a migration from that 
world of darkness to our world of light in a manner that 
will “bring the Shades to birth’?

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The Great Conference Obsession 





Ep. Note: It is becoming more and more 
evident that it is utterly futile to try to 
solve East-West problems by international 
conferences with the men in the Kremlin. 
An article by William Henry Chamberlin, 
which appeared in Human Events * for 
February 17, 1954, is of special interest and 
is reprinted here by permission. Mr. Cham- 
berlin’s penetrating analysis should sound 
an alarm to stem a dangerous trend. Per- 
haps a new phrase should be coined for use 
as a reminder when proposals for new con- 
ferences with the Communists are ad- 
vanced: “‘Remember Yalta!’’ 


nationalists, one-worlders, anti- 

anti-Communists and assorted do- 
gooders that there is some peculiar, 
almost mystical merit in sitting down 
around a conference table with Com- 
munists. So it is not surprising to find 
in the recent anti-anti-Communist 
pronouncement of the General Coun- 
cil of the Presbyterian Church (which 
has been repudiated by many indi- 
vidual Presbyterians and churches) 
this gratuitous advice to the American 
people: 


[ Is AN ARTICLE of faith with inter- 


“Always to be ready to meet around a 
conference table with the rulers of Com- 
munist countries .. . 

“To employ the conference method to 
the full in the settling of disputes with our 
country’s enemies .. . 

‘To take the initiative in seeking face- 
to-face encounter with our enemies.” . . . 


And the surest sign of softness to- 
ward Communism in a British or French 
politician is the plea for “‘just one more 
trial” for agreement with the Kremlin 
on a “give-and-take basis.”” The un- 
spoken idea is always that in the dis- 
tribution of labor the West must al- 
ways do the giving and the Kremlin 
must always do the taking. 

But all past experience and every 
law of historical probability indicate 
that a conference with Communists, 
whether of the Soviet or Chinese brand, 
is a snare and a pitfall, to be avoided 
if possible and to be wound up ex- 
peditiously with a decisive showdown, 
if the meeting becomes unavoidable. 
Can the sentimental pleaders for the

point to one, just one, 
positive advantage that 
has accrued to this country from the 
innumerable meetings, big and small, 
bilateral and multilateral, that have 
taken place between American and 
Soviet representatives during the last 
twenty years? As Al Smith liked to 
say, let’s look at the record. 


T WAS a great gain for Soviet inter- 
] national prestige when Franklin D. 
Roosevelt extended diplomatic recog- 
nition in November 1933. But the 
President failed to exact the price 
which a firmer and more astute ne- 
gotiator would certainly have required: 
suppression of the activities of the 
Communist International on Ameri- 
can territory and compensation to 
Americans for stolen property and 
repudiated debts. 

At the first “Big Three” wartime 
conference in Teheran, Roosevelt was 
so busy trying to coax a smile out of 
Stalin (for this incredibly childish epi- 
sode, see Frances Perkins, *‘ The Roose- 
velt I Knew”) that he turned a blind 
eye while Churchill was agreeing with 
Stalin that the eastern half of Poland 
should be annexed by the Soviet 
Union. 

The second “‘Big Three’ Conference 
in Yalta, in February 1945, was the 
greatest moral and diplomatic disaster 
in American history and may justly be 
considered the Pandora Box, from 
which most of our present-day troubles 
have emerged. It is gratifying that 
Secretary Dulles (who last year spon- 
sored a feeble and lukewarm resolu- 
tion on Yalta and Potsdam, which was 
happily shelved on the instance of 
Senator Taft) found adequately vigor- 
ous language with which to character- 
ize the Yalta decisions at the fatuous 
Berlin conference now terminated. He 
referred to such points in the Yalta 
Agreement as the dismemberment of 
Germany, the confiscation of all Ger- 
man assets abroad and the impress- 
ment of German labor for “repara- 
tions’ as “cruel decisions,” incompat- 
ible with the spirit of the present 
time. 

There was considerably more in the 
Yalta Agreement which could prop-

erly have been denounced. The un- 
natural and unjust frontiers prescribed 
for Poland and for Germany, the re- 
fusal of asylum to Soviet political refu- 
gees, the sell-out of Nationalist China 
by turning over Manchuria to Soviet 
control were all part of the Yalta deal, 
by all odds the worst international 
agreement ever concluded by an Amer- 
ican Government. This is true whether 
one takes as a standard of judgment 
American national interests or moral 
principles which should be binding on 
all civilized nations. 

Potsdam carried on what Yalta be- 
gan and sanctioned an act of vindictive 
cruelty which does not find a parallel 
even in the Treaty of Westphalia after 
the ruthless Thirty Years War. The 
“Big Three’ at Potsdam put the seal 
of their approval on the expulsion 
without property or compensation of 
some thirteen million Germans and 
people of German origin from the 
eastern provinces of Germany and 
from the countries of central and south- 
eastern Europe. It was one of the 
provisions of the Treaty of Westphalia, 
concluded three centuries earlier, that 
Protestants who chose to leave a Cath- 
olic state, or Catholics who preferred 
to move from a Protestant state, were 
entitled to take with them whatever 
property they might possess, or its 
equivalent in value. 

The postwar conferences with Mol- 
otov and other Soviet representatives 
were not as disastrous as Teheran, 
Yalta and Potsdam, because by this 
time American public opinion was in 
strong revolt against any more ap- 
peasement, any more one-sided con- 
cessions. But, again, as one looks back, 
it is impossible to find any positive 
achievement as a result of these efforts 
to reach a meeting of minds around 
the conference table. The alternative 
to surrender was always deadlock. 


UR greatest successes were always 
won not by negotiation, but by 
acting independently and _ unilater- 
ally. So long as we tried to reach an 
agreement with Moscow about Ger- 
many, West Germany languished 
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politically and stagnated economi- 
cally. When even General Marshall, 
then Secretary of State, could no 
longer put up with Soviet stalling and 
obstruction, after the two full-dress 
conferences in Moscow and London in 
1947, we started to restore West Ger- 
many independently, and with re- 
markable success; the Berlin “airlift’’ 
did more to raise American prestige 
and lower the Kremlin’s than any con- 
ference ever held. This was also true as 
regards our decision to restore Greece 
and support Turkey. 

The United States enters any inter- 
national conference with a Commu- 
nist power under several handicaps. 
First, such a conference always arouses 
the hope, in gullible quarters, that the 
end of the cold war is just around the 
corner and produces exhortations from 
the wishful thinkers and anti-anti- 
Communists not to be inflexible, to 
yield a bit here and a bit there; in 
other words, to get back to the good 
old Yalta spirit. Molotov is not handi- 
capped by any such appeals on his 
side. 

Second, the Soviet Union is a mon- 
olithic single power, while the United 
States is the head of a shaky coalition. 
Molotov can maneuver with complete 
freedom, shift tactics overnight, blow 
hot one day and cold the next; no 
moralities, no rules of the game inhibit 
him. Dulles, on the other hand, must 
clear his position with Eden and Bi- 
dault; Eden and Bidault, in turn, are 
under the pressure of their parlia- 
ments, press and public opinion. 

To be sure, the surface teamwork at 
Berlin was good. British Foreign Sec- 
retary Eden stated the Western case 
for free elections in Germany and 
French Foreign Minister Bidault up- 
held the European Defense Commu- 
nity. But one still does not know 
whether the hopelessly divided and 
faction-ridden French Chamber of 
Deputies will eventually back up Bi- 
dault by ratifying the EDC. 

Molotov played not to the other 
participants in the conference, whom 
he could not hope to convince, but to 
fellow-traveler, neutralist and defeat- 
ist public opinion, which is unfortu- 
nately strong in Western Europe, es- 
pecially in France and Italy. In quick 
succession he dangled before this sector 
of public opinion, so eager to be de- 
ceived, a series of dazzling, although 
distinctly phony prospects. 

He has held up in his showcase the 
hint of an end of the war in Indo- 
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China, if only Red China is admitted 
to the UN; also a disarmament con- 
ference to ban the atomic weapons in 
which the Soviet Union is at a disad- 
vantage; increased trade behind the 
Iron Curtain; also the prospect of a 
pacific, friendly Soviet Union cooper- 
ating with France to sit on the neck of 
Germany indefinitely. These are all 
appealing displays, but what’s behind 
them? 

What has been the effect of these 
propaganda diatribes? That will be 
cleared by the current of events. But 
any conference of this kind gives the 
Soviet participants a superb opportu- 
nity to play off one member of the op- 
posing coalition against another, to 
inflame every subject of difference be- 
tween the United States, on one side, 
and Great Britain and France, on the 
other, to plant seeds of hope here and 
of suspicion there and to sow apples of 
discord all over the place. 


OTHING could be less probable 
N than a retreat by the Soviet 
Union under the klieg lights of an 
international conference. Such a re- 
treat is only conceivable under the 
pressure of superior power and would 
be carried out with as much face-sav- 
ing camouflage and secrecy as possi- 
ble. It is one of the ABCs of diplo- 
matic history that success in a confer- 
ence is only possible when there is sub- 
stantial agreement in advance as to 
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what the terms of settlement are to be. 
It is not on record that any such agree- 
ment preceded the Berlin conference. 

It is childishly naive to expect that 
reasonable discussion will convince or 
convert the hardboiled representative 
of a predatory dictatorship. Anyone 
who took the trouble to read the Soviet 
notes and statements on the German 
question which preceded the Berlin 
meeting could have predicted, almost 
to the last comma and adjective, what 
Molotov would say. Perhaps it was of 
some value, especially for German 
public opinion, to make the Soviet 
Foreign Minister spell out clearly for 
the official record his scheme for turn- 
ing Germany into another “‘people’s 
democracy.” Against this advantage, 
however, must be set the opportunities 
for dissension and delay which every 
such conference gives to the cunning 
and devious masters of Soviet di- 
plomacy. 

Perhaps the Berlin conference had 
to be held, if only to satisfy French and 
British public opinion. But there should 
at long last be an emphatic mora- 
torium on the cry, “Just one more 
trial.” After Berlin there should be a 
final showdown. Either Germany must 
be effectively armed or we should re- 
fuse to underwrite the ground defense 
of Europe. 

And we have everything to lose and 
nothing to gain from talks with the 
Chinese Communists, with or without 
their Soviet senior partners. There is 
no more chance that Red China would 
evacuate North Korea than there is 
that the Soviet Union would volun- 
tarily give up the Soviet Zone in Ger- 
many. There is no need for a confer- 
ence to establish the existing division 
of Korea. And what else can we dis- 
cuss to advantage? A sell-out of Syng- 
man Rhee or Chiang Kai-shek? Ad- 
mission of Red China to the UN and 
diplomatic recognition by the United 
States? That would be reverting to 
Yalta, and American public opinion, 
one hopes, will never stand for that. 

Secretary of State Charles Evans 
Hughes had a short way of dealing 
with Communist deceit and intrigue. 
Urged by Moscow to discuss terms of 
recognition, Mr. Hughes curtly re- 
plied that there was nothing to dis- 
cuss. If the Soviet Government wanted 
to stop subversive propaganda and 
pay for stolen property, it could do so 
without any conference. Mr. Hughes 
set a good model for American states- 
men today. 
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The World That Then Was 





Ep. Note: Men of science investigate natural phenomena and 
delve into the secrets of nature in an effort to learn as much as 
possible about the structure of the earth and its geological history. 
Their painstaking research has brought to light a great deal of 
information. However, because of the failure to take into ac- 
count the reliability and accuracy of the Bible record concern- 
ing past geological changes, there is a blind spot in scientific 
investigation, preventing a proper evaluation of much of the 
data their research has made available.

ing a civilization of a high order insofar as material 

attainments were concerned. The Scriptures give us 
brief glimpses of the achievements of the antediluvian 
age. Cities were built (Gen. 4:17); ore was mined and 
smelted (Gen. 4:22); musical instruments were con- 
structed (Gen. 4:21). Amid these scenes of industrial 
progress, there were those who preferred to dwell in tents 
and tend their flocks (Gen. 4: 20). But there were prob- 
lems of violence in those days which men could not solve, 
for the account states: 


Pir TO THE DELUGE men had succeeded in develop- 


“In those days, as well as afterward, there were giants on the 
earth, who were born to the sons of the gods whenever they had 
intercourse with the daughters of men; these were the heroes 
who were men of note [notorious] in days of old.” (Gen. 6: 4, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Great cities were evidently built by these giants, using 
a style of architecture, as well as size, to conform with 
their requirements. It is apparent that they wielded great 
power, assuming supreme authority as tyrannical dicta- 
tors, for Isaiah alludes to this: 


“O Lord our God, other lords beside thee have had dominion 
over us.” (Isa. 26: 13.) 


The eventual results are graphically portrayed in the 
first book of the Bible: 


“When the Lord saw that the wickedness of man on the earth 
was great, and that the whole bent of his thinking was never 
anything but evil, the Lord regretted that he had ever made 
man on the earth, and he was grieved to the heart. . . . Now 
in God’s sight, the earth was corrupt; the earth was full of wrong- 
doing; God saw that the earth was corrupt; for every mortal on 
the earth had corrupted his life.” (Gen. 6: 5-6; 11-12, Smith 
& Goodspeed Trans.) 


When sin’s nadir was reached, the Lord pronounced 
judgment: 
“The end of all flesh is come before me; for the earth is filled 


with violence through them; and, behold, I will destroy them 
with the earth.” (Gen. 6: 13.) 


The Lord described the specific nature of that judgment: 


“And, behold, I, even I, do bring a flood of waters upon the 
earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath of life, from 
under heaven; and every thing that is in the earth shall die.” 
(Gen. 6: 17.)

The flood came as predicted and only Noah, a righteous 
man who obeyed God, and his immediate family — eight 
persons in all — were spared. Noah had built the ark ac- 
cording to the Divine specifications given and by this 
means their lives were preserved. 

Modern archaeologists, however, have never come 
across any ruins of the mammoth pre-Deluge cities of the 
antediluvian giants, a fact that raises some intriguing 
questions — not as to the existence of those ruins, but the 
place where they are located. Just where did those giants 
live and build their cities upon the earth? The answer to 
this question is also to be found in the Scriptures. 


Waters Above the Firmament 


When God prepared the earth for a habitation for man, 
the topography was far different in appearance from the 
conditions which now exist upon this planet. The Bible 
informs us that, prior to the Deluge, there was a great 
mass of water above the firmament, the descent of which, 
in the time of Noah, caused the Flood. This suspended 
mass of water above the firmament formed a great watery 
canopy high above the atmosphere surrounding the earth 
itself. 


‘And God made the firmament, and divided the waters 
which were under the firmament from the waters which were 
above the firmament: and it was so.” (Gen. 1: 7.) 


The next verse tells us that this firmament was called the 
sky (Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). Today there is no such 
watery expanse above the atmosphere. Describing the 
events taking place during this period, the following state- 
ment in Primogenesis clearly shows how unlike our present 
sphere of existence the antediluvian world was: 


‘During this time the waters which were upon the earth were 
divided from those which were above the firmament, and the 
great expanse of air came between. The gases, forming the air 
we breathe, came into being in their right chemical combina- 
tions at that time. 

*“The whirling expanse of water, hundreds of miles above the 
earth, formed a canopy around the world, reserved, as Peter 
tells us, for the day of destruction that came at the time of the 
Deluge (II Peter 3: 5-6). Job likened the watery expanse above 
the firmament to a molten looking glass (Job 37: 18). We can 
only conjecture as to the nature of the forces which drove this 
mass of water to those heights where it became stabilized as a 
sort of canopy over the earth, and that formed the gases which 
constituted the atmosphere. However, it is plain that they were 
of titanic proportions in both power and activity. The atmos- 
pheric conditions which were the result of all this were far dif- 
ferent from those which exist today.’ (Primogenesis, p. 32.*) 


Ancient Seas 


After dividing the waters above from the waters below 
the earth’s atmosphere, God commanded: 


‘Let the waters below the sky be gathered into one place so 
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that the dry land may appear! And so it was. God called the 
dry land earth, and the gathered waters seas.” (Gen. 1: 9-10, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Prior to the Deluge, because of the then-existing condi- 
tions, there was no rain, but plant life was watered by 
heavy mists which “went up from the earth, and watered 
the whole face of the ground” (Gen. 2: 5-6). As pointed 
out in Primogenesis: 


“The geographical conditions of the earth in the early days 
of man’s existence were far different from those represented on 
modern maps, for the Deluge caused great changes in topog- 
raphy and volcanic and seismic disturbances added to these 
changes. Prior to the Deluge a far greater portion of the earth 
was dry land and the very heavens of the antediluvians were 
different from the expanse of blue we see today. 

“According to the account the waters were gathered into one 
place, called seas. Eden might have been located upon or near 
the shores and the river that flowed through the garden might 
have emptied into the sea, but parted into four heads outside of 
Eden and compassed the lands of the globe.” (Primogenesis, p. 38.) 


Lifting Atmospheric Pressures 


The fact that there was far less water on the earth prior 
to the Deluge would mean that the sea level of the ante- 
diluvian age would be far below what is considered the 
normal sea level today. For example, Mount Everest, 
which is approximately 544 miles above sea level today, 
would have been that number of miles, plus the difference 
between the present sea level and the sea level of the ante- 
diluvian period, above the sea level of that day. Also, the 
normal atmospheric pressures would be much lower than 
they are at the present time, making the high mountain 
peaks of today absolutely inaccessible to the men of the 
antediluvian age because of the extreme thinness of air 
at such great heights. 

When the waters above the firmament descended at the 
time of the Deluge, raising the antediluvian sea level to its 
present level, there would also be a corresponding lifting 
of the atmosphere that enveloped the earth, bringing nor- 
mal air pressures to a much higher level than formerly. 
The tremendous volume of descending water would dis- 
place a corresponding volume of air. 


Belt of Living 

Where would life thrive best under each of these given 
sets of circumstances? Atmospheric pressures are such that 
mankind now finds the most ideal conditions for living 
upon the earth to be from sea level to not more than ap- 
proximately 2,000 to 3,000 feet above sea level. If, then, we 
can establish the mean sea level of the antediluvian age, 
taking into consideration the fact that the antediluvian 
peoples would have found living conditions to be best from 
their sea level to 2,000 to 3,000 feet above that level, we 
will have established the geographical location where men 
and women lived during antediluvian days. 

If we find that the belt of living in that ancient time was 
far below our present sea level, it will account for the fact 
that archaeologists have never found the ruins of the ante- 
diluvian civilization. They would be prevented from dis- 
covering the great fortified cities of the giants who lived 
in the time of Noah for the simple reason that all such evi- 
dence is now covered by the waters of the oceans as we 
know them today. Is there any evidence that will sustain 
this deduction? 
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Antediluvian Sea Level 


We are indebted to Mr. G. F. Carr, a resident of Can- 
ada, for some extremely interesting data on the subject of 
seeking to establish the sea level of the antediluvian world. 
When we are reminded that much of the earth’s surface 
prior to the Deluge was dry land, with not more than one- 
seventh of the earth covered with water, Mr. Carr’s figures 
become thought-provoking indeed. Based upon the fact 
that six-sevenths of the earth’s surface was dry land, Mr. 
Carr has shown that this would mean that 14.3 per cent 
of the earth’s surface was covered by the seas in the ante- 
diluvian age. With this as a basis for his calculations, Mr. 
Carr proceeds to demonstrate the fact that the pre-Deluge 
sea level must have been at that point where only 14.3 per 
cent of the earth’s surface would be covered by water. The 
following quotations are taken from Mr. Carr’s personal 
notes. 


Elevations and Depths 


“First let us quote from the Encyclopaedia Britannica (p. 681 a): 

“The relative distribution of elevation and depth can be 
shown by a hypsographic curve, showing two primary levels of 
reference, one slightly above sea level, the other at depths be- 
tween 4,000 to 5,000 m. [13,120 to 16,400 feet]. Elevations of 
more than 1,000 m. [3,280 feet] on land and depths greater 
than 6,000 m. [19,680 feet] represent only a small percentage 
of the earth’s surface. Also, there is only a relatively small per- 
centage of the sea bottom with depth between 200 and 3,000 m. 
[756 and 9,840 feet]. The mean elevation of the land is 840 m. 
[2,755.2 feet] and the mean depth of the oceans is 3,800 m. 
[12,464 feet]. 

“«*. . . detailed charts . . . have brought to light a complex 
topography of which the most striking features are submarine 
canyons which cut into the slope and sometimes across the shelf. 
. . . [The question as to the origin of these canyons is un- 
settled.’ 

‘Next let us quote from Structural Geology (Nevin, 2nd Edition, 
pp. 293-4): 


Iwo Persistent Levels of the Crust 


** “Measurements of the elevations and depressions of the crust 
have been made on a sufficiently close network to convince us 
that two levels occur most commonly, while the stages between 
are relatively rare... . 

“The following table brings this out clearly by showing the 
percentage of the earth’s surface at different levels.

the earth’s surface.

“At this depth (15,000—16,000 ft.), 1.3 per cent is equivalent 
to 175 feet. Subtracting 175 feet from 16,000 feet gives the re- 
quired depth of 15,825 feet. Therefore, the pre-Deluge sea level 
stood at 15,825 feet below the present sea level. At this former 
level there would have been a relatively large area of the earth’s 
surface with elevations ranging from sea level up to a point 
2,000 feet above sea level. The supposition would be that the 
greater portion of the pre-Deluge inhabitants would have been 
living within 2,000 feet of this ancient sea level. This low sea 
level would also account for the submarine canyons mentioned 
above. It would also account for the fact that recent investiga- 
tions have shown that mountain peaks are present at depths of 
two to three miles below the surface which are absolutely free 
of any sediments, for they are barren.” 


Submerged Mountain Ranges 


In the March 1953 issue of The Precambrian, the official 
journel of the Manitoba Chamber of Mines, is an article 
titled ““The Crust of the Earth” by Walter H. Bucher, 
Professor of Geology at Columbia University, from which 
the following is quoted: 


“In the summer of 1947 Ewing [Maurice Ewing of Columbia 
University] started a systematic mapping of the topography of 
the North Atlantic sea floor with modern echo-sounding devices 
from the research ship Aélantis. This exploration shows in pre- 
cise detail what had been known before in a general way: that 
the surface of the sea floor is the exact opposite of what Wege- 
ner’s hypothesis demands [Continental-drift hypothesis]. The 
floor has a rugged topography. From the plain of the North 
American Basin at the bottom of the Atlantic more than five 
miles below sea level there rise large mountains (“‘sea mounts’’) 
which in some cases are more than 6,000 feet tall. Many of 
these undersea mountains have sharp peaks; others are flat- 
topped. From Iceland south to the Antartic Ocean runs a com- 
plex submarine mountain belt — the Mid-Atlantic Ridge. Its 
central part forms a rugged highland 60 to 200 miles wide, with 
peaks that rise to less than a mile below the surface of the sea. . . . 

“Much the same picture characterizes the floor of the great 
central region in the Pacific, which apparently consists wholly 
of basalt and related rocks. Flat-topped sea mounts in large 
numbers have been found there. The Hawaiian Islands are the 
top of a great basalt range which rises above sea level from an 
ocean floor over three miles deep. . . . Perhaps the most sig- 
nificant of the young, active welts is the mighty submarine 
mountain belt which extends southward from Japan through 
the Bonins and Marianas to Palau —a range comparable in 
length and height to the Himalayas. Among its peaks are the 
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islands of Iwo Jima, Saipan, Guam and Yap. This range has 
the same asymmetric profile, the same deep-sea trench along its 
steeper side and the same chains of volcanoes on its gentler back 
as the most active welts on the continents bordering the Pa- 
GHB. « « « 

“Suppose there were no ocean and we were standing on the 
bottom lowlands of the Pacific looking westward toward this 
towering mountain range. Beyond it westward lies a deep sea 
plain that extends for more than 600 miles. There the great 
submarine mountain chains that form the Philippine Islands 
rise in precisely the same manner from the ocean deep, and 
behind them, covered by younger sediments, emerges the edge 
of the Asiatic Continent itself. From this perspective it would 
seem incomprehensible to us that men should ever ask: ‘How 
did the ocean basins come to be?’ Instead we might well ask: 
‘How did the continents come to be?’ 

“From this point of view the very expression ‘ocean basins’ 
becomes meaningless. The continents now can be seen clearly 
as deformed belts of the earth’s surface which have been raised 
at intervals through geologic time and joined together in various 
ways. The oceanic areas, on the other hand, must be the un- 
disturbed portions of the earth’s surface. They are underlain 
by the original basaltic crust, covered here and there with a 
blanket of diverse sediments.” 


Ancient Topography 

Men and women of the antediluvian world, living at or 
near their sea level three miles below the present sea level, 
would see, towering above them, the impressive mountain 
ranges now covered by the waters of our oceans. In the dis- 
tance toward the north, rising majestically into the heavens 
until their tops seemed to pierce the very sky itself, would 
be the far-away highlands, plateaus and mountain ranges 
we know in modern times as the Himalayas, whose tops 
were eight to ten miles above their sea level! 

It was not until the millions of tons of water of the 
Deluge came down from above the firmament, raising the 
sea level to its present level and submerging the former 
mountain peaks of the antediluvian world, that conditions 
changed, making these formerly inaccessible plateaus fit 
for human habitation. The lands of the civilization that 
Noah had known before the Deluge, the ruins of the great 
cities which had been built in his day, and all the evidence 
of the devastation wrought by the downrush of the waters 
above the firmament, had buried his former home deep 
beneath the waters of the seas of his new world. 


A New World 


When Noah, his sons and their wives came forth from 
the ark after that vessel came to rest on the Mountains of 
Ararat (not Mount Ararat in Armenia) high up in the 
Asiatic Himalayas (see Primogenesis, p. 49), he and his fam- 
ily actually came into a new world where mankind had 
never before dwelt, with new climatic conditions as a 
result of the titanic changes which had taken place. Noah 
literally beheld a new heaven and a new earth! 


What These Deductions Prove 


There are certain inescapable conclusions which must 
be drawn from this presentation of evidence concerning the 
nature and effects of the Deluge in relation to the topog- 
raphy of the earth. In the first place the contention of those 
who undertake to discredit the Scriptural account of the 
universality of the Deluge is completely refuted. It was far 
from a local flood confined to an Asiatic basin, for before 
the swirling downrush of the waters from above the firma- 
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ment had subsided, the tops of the highest mountains on 
this planet were wholly submerged and all life perished as 
recorded by Moses: 


‘And all flesh died that moved upon the earth, both of fowl, 
and of cattle, and of beast, and of every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth, and every man: All in whose nostrils 
was the breath of life, of all that was in the dry land, died... . 
Noah only remained alive, and they that were with him in the 
ark.”’ (Gen. 7: 21-23.) 


In the second place the physical changes which took 
place on earth as the result of the Deluge, as presented here, 
substantiate the Scriptural assertion that only eight souls 
survived that great catastrophe that destroyed an ancient 
civilization. Moses made an absolutely true statement 
when he stipulated: 


“The sons of Noah who came out of the ark were Shem, Ham, 
and Japheth; and Ham was the father of Canaan. These three 
were the sons of Noah, and from them sprang the whole world.” 
(Gen. 9: 18-19, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Ferrar Fenton renders the 19th verse: 


“‘These three were the sons of Noah, and from these three the 
whole earth was peopled.” 


Thirdly, the acceptance of these geological facts proves 
that there is an actual Great Deep, or Abyss, where, 
according to Job, “the primaeval giants writhe, under the 
ocean in their prison” (Job 26: 5, Moffatt Trans.). The evi- 
dence that may be adduced to prove the assertion points 
to the Pacific Ocean as the watery covering of the Abyss, 
or Great Deep, for in the bed of this ocean there is an enor- 
mous basin with an area about twice the size of the land 
area of Asia. In that basin are the deepest depressions on 
the face of the whole earth, six or more miles deep. 

In ‘‘Giants of the Darkness” (Destiny for November 
1947, pp. 385-389; also Appendix in Study in Daniel *) and 
in the article titled “Flying Saucers” (Destiny for March 
1954, pp. 79-84), it is shown that it is from this Great 
Deep, or Abyss, that the Rephaim, the disembodied spirits 
of antediluvian giants — evil, malignant and fearful — 
have ascended from their eerie abode to afflict mankind. 

In the fourth place, because of the tremendous changes 
which occurred as the result of the Deluge, it is futile to 
seek the location of the Garden of Eden upon earth now, for 
the site of the home of the parents of the human race is 
now many fathoms below sea level. Following the Deluge, 
it became no longer necessary for the Cherubims with the 
flaming sword to guard the way to the tree of life in the 
midst of the Garden, for even the place where that tree 
grew is completely inaccessible to man. 


Confirmed by Peter 


Peter the Apostle knew positively that the antediluvian 
world was buried under the sea, for he made a direct 
statement to that effect: 


“Wherefore the world that then was, being overfowed with 
water, perished.”’ (II Peter 3: 6.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate this: 


“That world was destroyed, through being flooded with 
water.” 


It was still flooded with water in Peter’s day and he was 
fully aware of that fact. Knowing this, Peter challenged the

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scoffers who were skeptical concerning the coming of the 
Lord, who were saying and are still saying: 


“Where is the promise of his coming? For since the fathers 
fell asleep, all things continve as they were from the beginning 
of the creation.”’ (II Peter 3: 4.) 


Destruction by Fire 


Peter condemned them for their willful ignorance of 
what took place in the time of Noah. They were in a posi- 
tion to know as well as he did that things had not con- 
tinued as they were from creation, the Deluge itself having 
produced great changes in the earth. ‘This led Peter, under 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit, to assert: 


“But the heavens and the earth, which are now, by the same 
word are kept in store, reserved unto fire against the day of 
judgment and perdition of ungodly men.” (II Peter 3: 7.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate this: 


“But by the same command the present heavens and earth 
are stored up for fire, and are kept for the day when godless men 
are to be judged and destroyed.” 


Again the earth is to be rescued from the evil thralldom 
of ungodliness; then it was cleansed by water — next it 
will be purified by fire. 


Length of Christian Era 


Peter’s next statement gives the chronological measure 
to be used in determining the time of the coming judgment 
to which he was directed by the Holy Spirit to refer: 


“But, beloved, be not ignorant of this one thing, that one day 
is with the Lord as a thousand years, and a thousand years as 
one day.” (II Peter 3: 8.) 


In this statement lies a veiled reference to the length of 
the Christian Dispensation. Peter’s words of advice were 
directed to those who are “beloved,” for through him, by 
the repetition of the chronological limits of “one day as a 
thousand years” and “a thousand years as one day,” the 
Spirit of the Lord indicated the length of the Christian 
Dispensation as two thousand years. Before that period 
has fully expired, the end-time scenes of the Christian 
Dispensation will be enacted upon the stage of history. 


As in Noah’s Day 


It was Jesus Himself who cautioned His followers to 
take into account the fact that there was to be a definite 
parallel between Noah’s time and the days which would 
end the age of which He was speaking and witness His 
coming: 

‘But as the days of Noe [Noah] were, so shall also the coming 
of the Son of man be. For as in the days that were before the 
flood they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until ae day that Noe entered into the ark, And 
knew not until the flood came, and took them all away; so shall 
also the coming of the Son of man be.” (Matt. 24: 37-39.) 


Just as there was a complete change in both the heavens 
and the earth for Noah, so, too, there is to be a new heaven 
and a new earth for the people of God in the changes 
which are on the Divine agenda to take place as the present 
age ends. Through Isaiah the Lord declares: 


“Behold, I create new heavens and a new earth: and the 
former shall not be remembered, nor come into mind.” (Isa. 
65: 17.)

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The Challenge of Truth 





HERE IS no greater challenge fac- 
"| ne the leaders of Church and 

State today than this sentence 
from the Wisdom literature of the 
Apocrypha: 

“Strive for the truth unto death, and 
the Lord shall fight for thee.”’ (Ecclesiasti- 
cus 4: 28.) 

Ever since the beginning of recorded 
history, truth has had to contend 
against error and its attendant evils. 
Truth itself has always been a subject 
of debate and contention. Pilate was 
not the first person, nor the last, to 
inquire: “What is truth?” 

A challenge of particular signifi- 
cance was featured in This Week maga- 
zine, January 10, 1954. It is an article 
titled, “‘Needed, A Crusade of All 
Faiths,” and was written by Edward 
W. Barrett, former assistant Secretary 
of State for public affairs. Mr. Bar- 
rett believes that the world can be 
saved from war and Communism by 
unification of the world’s great reli- 
gions. ““Ihe time is here,” he says, 
“for the world’s great religions to stop 
concentrating on their differences, to 
spotlight the clear and great principles 
on which all agree, ... and to 
launch a world ‘Crusade Of All 
Faiths.’ ” 

In his article, Mr. Barrett comes up 
with what he calls a new and ringing 
“Creed of the Free World.” He says: 
“The basic creed consists of clear and 
simple beliefs that are shared by all of 
the world’s great religions: The dignity 
of the individual; the brotherhood of man; 
the Golden Rule; the fatherhood of God.” 

This creed is not new. It was famil- 
iar to some of us long before Mr. Bar- 
rett’s awareness led him to champion 
it so enthusiastically. Its four points 
have become the stock in trade of the 
social gospelers, the one-worlders, and 
the “‘fellowship of faiths” crusaders. 
Any movement to unite all faiths seems 
to beguile people with no deep-seated 
convictions. The idea is catching on 
and we shall be hearing more about 
it from many quarters as the months 
go by. 

Before discussing the creed, let it 
be understood that we have respect 
and Christian concern for the adher- 
ents of all non-Christian faiths. Nev- 
ertheless, Christians should consider

this proposition: Jf religion — just any 
kind of religion — can save the world, then 
there was no need for the Son of God to 
come, and His sacrifice was in vain. 

If the thought of needless sacrifice 
is unacceptable, what, then, should be 
the attitude of a Christian toward this 
Crusade of All Faiths? That is our 
problem. There is only one logical 
solution: the Christian must set himself 
the task of finding truth and, having 
found it, take his stand accordingly. 
For example, author Barrett advises 
the leaders of all world faiths “‘to de- 
emphasize their differences and to 
join in focusing world attention on 
the remarkable amount of agreements 
among the faiths.” On the other hand, 
it seems to us that it is more important 
to emphasize their differences in order 
to determine which one is the true 
religion. God is not divided against 
Himself. He does not teach one creed 
to Christians and something else to 
Buddhists and Baha’is. As Paul said, 
“Is Christ divided?” (I Cor. 1: 13.) 

The Golden Rule is cited as one of 
the beliefs “common to all great 
faiths — to Christianity, Judaism, 
Hinduism, Islam, Taoism, Confucian- 
ism, Zoroastrianism, the Bahai Faith, 
and others.’? Now the Golden Rule, 
unless stated negatively as it is in most 
religions, is a valuable guide for con- 
duct; however, the Golden Rule is not 
the basis of a saving or redemptive 
faith. “‘Faith,” says Mr. Barrett, “‘is a 
contagious thing.” Faith in what? Or 
whom? He does not say, except to 
illustrate by quoting the following 
statement made by Owen D. Young 
a few months ago: 


‘All religious organizations everywhere 
— I don’t care whether they are Moham- 
medans or Buddhists or whatever — who 
believe in an omnipotent, all-wise Creator 
should be working together. ... We 
should stop arguing about minor differ- 
ences over what the next world is. What 
we need is unification on faith in a great 
Creator, on sympathy with the salvation of 
men in this world.” 


This brings us to the crux of the 
matter. How do these crusaders pro- 
pose to unify Jesus Christ with the 
non-Christian religions? And how can 
salvation come to men in this world 
without a Saviour?

What about the “Free World” 
creed’s assumption that “dignity of 
the individual” is the same for all re- 
gardless of conditions and circum- 
stances? According to Biblical teach- 
ings, there is no essential dignity in 
unregenerated man. ‘This fact becomes 
clear when viewed in the light of the 
second and third chapters of Genesis. 
In the second chapter, we view the 
man and woman clothed in dignity 
and honor. They had access to the 
tree of life; they had personal fellow- 
ship and communion with God; they 
were monarchs of the realm, with 
dominion over all living things. God’s 
covenant with Adam stipulated only 
one requirement, namely, obedience 
to the Divine will. Things went well 
for a time. But the third chapter pre- 
sents an amazing contrast. Here we 
see Adam and Eve as they faced their 
first choice between obedience and dis- 
obedience, between truth and the lie 
disguised in half-truths. By disobedi- 
ence Adam lost his dominion to Satan, 
thus incurring immeasurable woe to 
his posterity and to the earth itself. 

Dignity departed from the recipients 
of Paradise when they failed to meet 
the challenge of truth. Their intrinsic 
worth was gone the moment they de- 
cided to disregard the truth and will of 
God. There was no dignity in the 
guilty pair as they hid from God with 
fearful hearts; nor as they went forth 
from Eden under the curse of shame, 
suffering and death. God had re- 
moved their former garments of light 
and glory: 

*“‘Wherefore, as by one man sin entered 
into the world, and death by sin; and so 
death passed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned.”’ (Rom. 5: 12.) 

No man can remit sins. Therefore 
God, in His mercy, provided the only 
possible ransom for sin, even “the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world” (John 1: 29). Writing 
of Christ’s sacrifice, the apostle Paul 
said: 

“For the love of Christ constraineth us; 
because we thus judge, that if one died for 
all, then were all dead: and that he died for 
all, that they which live should not hence- 
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forth live unto themselves, but unto him 
which died for them, and rose again. . . . 
Therefore if any man be in Christ, he is a 
new creature: old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new. And all 
things are of God, who hath reconciled us 
to himself by Jesus Christ. . . . For he hath 
made him [Christ] to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in him.” (From II 
Cor. 5.) 


There is no such thing as innate 
dignity in sinful men. That is why 
Jesus said to the scholarly Nicodemus, 
“Ye must be born again.”’ Man, in his 
natural or sinful state, “‘receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him: neither can 
he know them, because they are spir- 
itually discerned.” Hence the natural 
man must be born anew of the Spirit 
and become a new creature in Christ 
Jesus, if he is to be clothed in righteous- 
ness and recapture the honor lost 
through transgression. This is the dig- 
nity of the individual as declared by 
Christian doctrine. Paul states it with 
characteristic imagery and beauty in 
II Corinthians 3: 18: 


*‘But we all, with open face beholding as 
in a glass the glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image from glory to glory 
even as by the Spirit of the Lord.” 


Mr. Barrett says that his creed of 
human dignity is shared by all of the 
world’s great religions. Yet any one 
can see from the brief evidence quoted 
above that the Christian creed of 
man’s status is not shared by any other 
religion — not even Judaism. Further- 
more, there is no Biblical ground upon 
which Christian beliefs can be recon- 
ciled to unchristian creeds. If Chris- 
tians should subscribe to such a com- 
promise, they would be justly charge- 
able with trying to put out the Light of 
the world. 

Every religious faith must be judged 
by its fruits. If other faiths had shared 
the same principles regarding man as 
the Christian Scriptures, then they 
would have borne the same kind of 
fruits as Christianity in the lands where 
they have been predominant. But 
what are the facts? The old religions of 
India, China, Japan, and the Moslem 
countries, brought about few, if any, 
beneficent changes for the adherents 
of those faiths. The condition of the 
people has not been improved appre- 
ciably by their religion; the same liv- 
ing standards and superstitions have 
prevailed for hundreds, and in some 
cases thousands, of years. 
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Western Christians who tour Asiatic 
countries are always shocked by the 
callous disregard of hunger and death 
in those lands. They are haunted by 
ghastly sights which are unimaginable 
in a Christian society. In Calcutta and 
other large cities people may be seen 
sleeping in rows in the streets, and each 
morning death wagons pick up from 
one to two hundred who have died of 
starvation during the night. 

An AP report in the first week of 
February, 1954, told of hundreds of 
Hindus being crushed to death in a 
stampede of three million frenzied 
pilgrims as they rushed into “holy 
river waters to wash their sins away.” 
The scene of the tragedy was the junc- 
tion of the Ganges of Junna rivers 
where the worshipers had gathered 
“for the great Kumbh Mela festival — 
one of the holiest in the Hindu religion. 

An article by Ahmad Kamal, “I 
Saw the Forbidden City,” was pub- 
lished in the Saturday Evening Post, 
September 26, 1953, and condensed in 
Reader’s Digest for January 1954. The 
author tells a most revolting story of 
his pilgrimage to Mecca, which every 
Moslem is required to make once in his 
lifetime. The journey can be made 
only at a specified time, which is al- 
ways the hottest season of the year. 
300,000 pilgrims, many of them with- 
out funds for food and water, strug- 
gled in misery along the dusty road to 
Mecca. Ahmad Kamal tells of a day 
when the thermometer stood at 127 
degrees an hour after sunrise and by 
11:20 a.m. the temperature was 142 
degrees. By evening of that day, “4411 
pilgrims had perished since dawn.” 
It was an agonizing experience from 
beginning to end. The heat, the thirst, 
the hunger, the filth, the suffering, the 
nausea — all were so intense as to be 
indescribable. And all this in the name 
of a religion—in observance of its 
most holy rites! 

If the well-fed, comfortable faith 
crusaders in the United States had to 
read that article just before dinner 
every day for a month, it might impair 
their keen appetite for unification of 
all faiths. They might even get the 
idea that perhaps Moslems and Hindus 
would profit less by unification than 
by a knowledge of a better faith — a 
living, loving, transforming faith. 

Indeed, Christianity is more than a 
religion: it is a revelation. Religion is 
static. Christianity is dynamic and 
progressive. Religion may be only a 
sterile form. Christianity is a living 


faith. Only Christianity changes things, 
for it alone proclaims Jesus the living 
Christ. Christianity is creative; it 
makes new creatures out of sinful men 
and lifts them to new standards of life 
and conduct. Truly a religion must be 
judged by its fruits. 

Now we come to a consideration of 
the old cliches, brotherhood of man and 
fatherhood of God. These expressions 
have been bandied about so constantly 
that they are accepted almost without 
question. Few have bothered to de- 
termine whether or not present usage 
is correct. The statements are based 
on the supposition that, according to 
Biblical teachings, God is the Father 
of mankind and thereby all men are 
brothers. Actually the Bible does not 
support this theory, notwithstanding 
general belief to the contrary. 

The fourth chapter of Exodus re- 
cords the first steps leading to Israel’s 
flight from the bondage of Egypt. 
Moses was instructed to say to Pha- 
raoh: “Thus saith the Lord, Israel is 
my son, even my firstborn: and I say 
unto thee, Let my son go, that he may 
serve me... .” This statement in- 
volves a paternal relation, an appoint- 
ment of Israel to be in a peculiar sense 
God’s son. 

Throughout the Old Testament, 
God is represented as a Father to 
Israel: 


“Ye are the children of the Lord your 
God: . . . For thou art an holy people 
unto the Lord thy God, and the Lord 
hath chosen thee to be a peculiar people 
unto himself, above all the nations that 
are upon the earth.” (Deut. 14: 1-2.) 


In this manner God is a Father to 
the nation which He called in Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob-Israel, and es- 
tablished as His “holy nation” in the 
Sinai compact (Ex. 19: 5-6). This na- 
tion, of course, is not to be confused 
with the Jews, who had not appeared 
in history at that time; and who never, 
at any time, have been more than a 
small part of the Israel clans. 

When God ordained the Davidic 
throne in Israel, He said of David: 

“‘He shall build an house for my name, 
and I will stablish the throne of his king- 
dom for ever. I will be his father, and he 
shall be my son.” (II Sam. 7: 13-14.) 

Psalm 89 was written to exalt God’s 
everlasting covenant with David, con- 
cerning his throne and his kingdom. 
Note the joy and certainty in this 
great Psalm: 

“IT will sing of the mercies of the Lord 
for ever: with my mouth will I make 
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known thy faithfulness to all generations. 
. . . | have made a covenant with my 
chosen, I have sworn unto David my ser- 
vant, Thy seed will I establish for ever, and 
build up thy throne to all generations. . . . 
He shall cry unto me, Thou art my father, 
my God, and the rock of my salvation. 
Also I will make him my firstborn, higher 
than the kings of the earth. My mercy will 
I keep for him for evermore, and my cove- 
nant shall stand fast with him.” 


On the day that David relinquished 
the throne in Israel to his son Solo- 
mon, the aged king blessed the great 
congregation and began his prayer 
with these words: 

“Blessed be thou, Lord God of Israel our 
father, for ever and ever.” (I Chron. 29: 
10.) 

Many centuries later, the prophet 
Isaiah thought upon the calamities 
that had befallen the Covenant Peo- 
ple through transgression and prayed 
as follows: 


“But now, O Lord, thou art our father; 
we are the clay, and thou our potter; and 
we all are the work of thy hand. Be not 
wroth very sore, O Lord, neither remember 
iniquity for ever: behold, see, we beseech 
thee, we are all thy people.” (Isa. 64: 8-9.) 


Concerning the regathering of Israel 
at a later time, the prophet Jeremiah 
wrote in chapter 31: 


“At the same time, saith the Lord, will 
I be the God of all the families of Israel, 
and they shall be my people. . . . Behold, 
I will bring them from the north country, 
and gather them from the coasts of the 
earth. . . . I will cause them to walk by 
the rivers of waters in a straight way, 
wherein they shall not stumble: for I am 
a father to Israel, and Ephraim is my first- 
born. . . . Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will make a new covenant 
with the house of Israel, and with the house 
of Judah.” 


Thus, after many centuries, God 
continued to call Himself a Father to 
His servant nation, the people with 
whom He established a covenant re- 
lation at Sinai. He has not dealt in the 
same manner with any other nation; 
nor have we found one instance in the 
Old Testament where God is referred 
to as Father to another race or nation. 
The idea that God maintains the same 
relationship to all human beings is not 
supported by the Scriptures. God is 
the Creator of all mankind and loves 
all His creatures; but the Fatherhood 
of God is not universal, except on cer- 
tain conditions, as we shall see later. 

Jesus Christ came to fulfill the terms 
of the New Covenant which was made 
with the houses of Israel and Judah — 
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the very same people who were God’s 
copartners in the Old Covenant. Our 
Lord’s first recorded sentence, in 
Luke 2: 49, and that which was prob- 
ably His last, in Luke 23: 46, con- 
tains the name “‘Father.”’ When speak- 
ing of the personal relation between 
Himself and God, Jesus always used 
the name “‘Father.” In all His prayers, 
He addressed God as Father; in one 
prayer alone, containing only three 
verses, He repeated the name five 
times (Matt. 11: 25-27). It was this 
name which Jesus put on the lips of 
His disciples when He taught them 
how to pray (Matt: 6:9); for it was 
their privilege to share His communion 
with God. 

Despite all the propaganda to the 
contrary, Jesus clearly teaches that 
some men cannot rightly call God 
their Father. Read again His contro- 
versy with the Pharisees, as recorded 
in John 8: 37-47: 


“I know that ye are Abraham’s seed; but 
ye seek to kill me, because my word hath 
no place in you. I speak that which I have 
seen with my Father: and ye do that which 
ye have seen with your father. They 
answered and said unto him, Abraham is 
our father. Jesus saith unto them, If ye 
were Abraham’s children, ye would do 
the works of Abraham. But now ye seek to 
kill me, a man that hath told you the 
truth, which I have heard of God: this did 
not Abraham. Ye do the deeds of your 
father. ‘Then said they to him, We be not 
born of fornication; we have one Father, 
even God. Jesus said unto them, If God 
were your Father, ye would love me: for 
I proceeded forth and came from God; 
neither came I of myself, but he sent me. 
Why do ye not understand my speech? Even 
because ye cannot hear my word. Ye are 
of your father the devil, and the lusts of 
your father ye will do. He was a murderer 
from the beginning, and abode not in the 
truth, because there is no truth in him. 
When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his 
own: for he is a liar, and the father of it. 
And because I tell you the truth, ye be- 
lieve me not. Which of you convinceth 
me of sin? And if I say the truth, why do 
ye not believe me? He that is of God 
heareth God’s words: ye therefore hear 
them not, because ye are not of God.” 


Then, as now, many Jews were not 
of pure Israel stock. Surely the Phari- 
sees were true Israelites, you may say. 
Did not Jesus say to them, “I know 
that you are Abraham’s seed’’? Yes, 
Abraham’s seed, but not necessarily 
Abraham’s covenant children. ‘The dis- 
tinction here is readily seen by recall- 
ing that Esau’s descendants, the Edo- 
mites or Idumeans, are Abraham’s 


seed, but they are not Israelites and 
were never included in the Jacob- 
Israel covenant. The same is true in 
regard to the descendants of Abraham 
by Hagar and Keturah. 

““Have we not all one father?”’ This 
question, in Malachi 2: 10, is a favo- 
rite quotation to prove the universal 
Fatherhood of God. However, on ex- 
amination of the context, it proves 
nothing of the kind. Malachi’s message 
is addressed to all Israel (1:1). His 
question implies Israel and Judah 
only, as the context shows: 


“Have we not all one father? Hath not 
one God created us? Why do we deal 
treacherously every man against his 
brother, by profaning the covenant of our 
fathers? Judah hath dealt treacherously, 
and an abomination is committed in Israel 
and in Jerusalem; for Judah hath profaned 
the holiness of the Lord which he loved, 
and hath married the daughter of a strange 
god. The Lord will cut off the man that 
doeth this, the master and the scholar, out 
of the tabernacles of Jacob, and him that 
offereth an offering unto the Lord of hosts.” 


Ezra and Nehemiah dealt harshly 
with the same problem of mixed mar- 
riages and sometimes “‘separated from 
Israel all the mixed multitude” (Neh. 
13: 3). 

During the century preceding the 
Christian Era, the Edomites adopted 
Judaism and infiltrated the political 
and religious life of Judea. When Jesus 
was born, Herod the Great, an Idu- 
mean, was King of Judea. Ungodly 
priests, elders and scribes sat in Moses’ 
seat, desecrating the Temple, corrupt- 
ing the law, and making life unbear- 
able for the people. These money- 
changers, these usurpers of the Israel 
name and prerogatives, were quick to 
see in Jesus a threat to their power. 
Jesus declared that these hypocrites 
had no right to claim God as their 
Father. 

Under the New Covenant, the Fa- 
therhood of God is contingent solely 
upon acceptance of Jesus the Christ. 
‘All things,” said Jesus, “are delivered 
to me of my Father: and no man know- 
eth who the Son is, but the Father; 
and who the Father is, but the Son, 
and he to whom the Son will reveal him’? 
(Luke 10: 22). Speaking to the angry 
Jews after one of His great healing 
miracles, Jesus said: 

“For as the Father raiseth up the dead, 
and quickeneth them; even so the Son 
quickeneth whom he will. For the Father 
judgeth no man, but hath committed all 
judgment unto the Son: that all men 
should honour the Son, even as they hon- 
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our the Father. He that honoureth not the 
Son honoureth not the Father which hath 
sent him.” (John 5: 21-23.) 


Furthermore, it is written in John 
1: 12-13: 

“But as many as received him [Christ, 
the true Light], to them gave he power 
[mar. the right or privilege] to become the 
sons of God, even to them that believe on 
his name: which were born, not of blood, 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of 
man, but of God.” 


Jesus said also: 


*‘T am the way, the truth, and the life: 
no man cometh unto the Father, but by 
me.” (John 14: 6.) 


With his usual clarity and certainty, 
the apostle Paul draws the line con- 
cerning the Fatherhood of God: 


“For as many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, they are the sons of God. For ye have 
not received the spirit of bondage again to 
fear; but ye have received the Spirit of 
adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 
The Spirit istelf beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are the children of 
God: and if children, then heirs; heirs of 
God, and joint-heirs with Christ; if so be 
that we suffer with him, that we may be 
also glorified together.” (Rom. 8: 14-17.) 


Paul set the Christian standard and 
decried every attempt to compromise 
it with non-Christian faiths, when he 
wrote as follows to the Christians at 
Corinth: 


“Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness? And 
what communion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ with Be- 
lial? Or what part hath he that believeth 
with an infidel? And what agreement hath 
the temple of God with idols? For ye are 
the temple of the living God; as God hath 
said, I will dwell in them, and walk in 
them; and I will be their God, and they 
shall be my people. Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing; and I 
will receive you, and will be a Father unto 
you, and ye shall be my sons and daugh- 
ters, saith the Lord Almighty.” (II Cor. 
6: 14-18.) 


Again Paul declares basic Christian 
doctrine in this statement: 


“For ye all are the children of God by 
faith in Christ Jesus... . And if ye be 
Christ’s, then are ye Abraham’s seed, and 
heirs according to the promise.” (Gal. 
3: 26-29.) 

Here the door of opportunity is 
flung wide open to the world. In 
Christ, all men, regardless of race and 
former condition, have access to the 
Fatherhood of God. 
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Little needs to be said about “the 
brotherhood of man” because its ac- 
ceptance or rejection depends upon 
one’s decision as to the universality of 
God’s Fatherhood. Undoubtedly the 
Scriptures teach that there can be no 
universality of the Fatherhood of God 
until there is universal acceptance of 
Jesus Christ. Therefore, universal 
brotherhood of man is impossible as 
long as any segment of humanity re- 
jects the Deity and Sovereignty of 
Christ the Lord. Note how this truth 
is brought out in John’s Epistles. 

I John 1: 3, 6-7: “That which we have 
seen and heard declare we unto you, that 
ye also may have fellowship with us: and 
truly our fellowship is with the Father, 
and with his Son Jesus Christ. . . . If we 
say that we have fellowship with him, and 
walk in darkness, we lie, and do not the 
truth: but if we walk in the light, as he is 
in the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 

I John 2: 22-23: “Who is a liar but he 
that denieth that Jesus is the Christ? He is 
antichrist, that denieth the Father and the 
Son. Whosoever denieth the Son, the same 
hath not the Father: [but] he that ac- 
knowledgeth the Son hath the Father also.” 

I John 4: 13-14: “Hereby know we that 
we dwell in him, and he in us, because he 
hath given us of his Spirit. And we have 
seen and do testify that the Father sent the 
Son to be the Saviour of the world.” 

IT Fohn 9-17: ““Whosoever transgresseth, 
and abideth not in the doctrine of Christ, 
hath not God. He that abideth in the doc- 
trine of Christ, he hath both the Father and 
the Son. If there come any unto you, and 
bring not this doctrine, receive him not 
into your house, neither bid him God 
speed: for he that biddeth him God speed 
is partaker of his evil deeds.” 


There is a precious brotherhood in 
Christ which Peter had in mind when 
he wrote: “Love the brotherhood.”’ 
Paul was thinking of the same blessed 
fellowship when he closed his First 
Epistle to the Thessalonians: 

“Brethren, pray for us. Greet all the 
brethren with an holy kiss. I charge you 


by the Lord that this epistle be read unto 
all the holy brethren.” 


Edward W. Barrett says that the 
faith which can save the world from 
war and Communism must be “‘broad- 
ened to embrace the joint faith of many 
religions.”’ The program would be sim- 
ple, he says. “‘If religious leaders could 
just agree to concentrate on their 
points of agreement, the program 
would not be difficult. Representatives 
of a dozen faiths could meet and map 
out a joint program in a week’s time.” 


Does he not know that certain aggres- 
sive non-Christian groups in our midst 
have already mapped out the program, 
and are busy now shoving it into all 
Christian institutions? Granting Mr. 
Barrett’s sincerity and the earnestness 
of his purpose, one is still confronted 
by his failure to comprehend the issues 
involved and the futility of his appar- 
ently simple solution. 

The important thing in this discus- 
sion is truth. ‘What saith the Scrip- 
tures?”” For God’s Word alone is truth. 


*“God, who at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake in time past unto the fath- 
ers by the prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by his Son, whom he hath 
appointed heir of all things, by whom also 
he made the worlds.” (Heb. 1: 1-2.) 


Christ Himself set forth the signifi- 
cance and power of this Word as man’s 
final arbiter, when He said: 


“He that rejecteth me, and receiveth 
not my words, hath one that judgeth him: 
the word that I have spoken, the same shall judge 
him in the last day.” (John 12: 48.) 


Summing up his plea for “‘A Cru- 
sade of all Faiths,” Mr. Barrett says: 
“To effect such a joint crusade, some 
individual or group would have to 
exert extraordinary leadership. The 
heads of several faiths would, of 
course, have to push traditional dif- 
ferences into the background. But, 
God willing, it could be done.”’ But — 
is God willing for us to by-pass Jesus 
Christ? Not if His Word is true! 

Other religions have given no Sa- 
viour and Redeemer to the world — 
no resurrected Lord to demonstrate 
absolute power over life and death. 
God speaks to men today through the 
risen, living Christ. But the founders 
of all the other religions will continue 
to sleep in their graves until they are 
called forth by the Omnipotent Christ, 
either in the first resurrection of the 
righteous or in the later resurrection of 
the wicked (Rev. 20). 

Therefore, Christian friends, ‘‘Strive 
for the truth unto death, and the Lord 
shall fight for thee.’ A Christian has no 
alternative in regard to this proposed 
union of all faiths: he must adhere to 
Christ and His Word — or he is no 
longer a Christian in belief. 

We leave with you the benediction 
with which Paul closed his Ephesian 
Epistle: ‘‘Peace be to the brethren, and 
love with faith, from God the Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. Grace be 
with all them that love our Lord Jesus 
Christ in sincerity. Amen.” 
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tieth century, a determined effort was made by 

liberal-minded intellectuals, led by the so-called 
higher critics, to discredit the authenticity of the Holy 
Scriptures. While the scholars toyed with the ingenious 
device of textual criticism — subsequently devastatingly 
disproved by archaeological discoveries — their followers 
were none the less agile in pursuing sundry subtle methods 
of persuasion. “‘ We live in a more enlightened age today,” they 
said. “‘ The God of judgment of the Old Testament has been super- 
seded by the God of love in the New.” Comforted by this com- 
fortable thought, they waited hopefully for the dawn. 

It came with World War I, the unprecedented frightful- 
ness of which dealt a shattering blow to the faith of those 
whose hopes were based on wish-fulfillment. Then came 
World War II, with its diabolical atrocities which — in 
both Europe and Asia — far exceeded in horror anything 
remotely envisaged in the narratives of Old Testament 
history. 

Of course “‘Love is the fulfilling of the law,” but what none 
of the liberal-minded realize is that this is a principle which 
can be proved true only by complying with the condition 
implicit intheconversedictum: The fulfilling of the law is Love. 


The Heart of Man 


Mankind wants to believe that all is for the best in the 
best of all possible worlds, but men want the benefits of 
Divine love without the restraint of the Divine law; they 
want to enjoy the fruits of obedience without fulfilling the 
law by which alone those benefits can come to them. 

To do this is as inconsistent as it would be if a man in- 
sisted on walking the tightrope sideways. If we walk a 
tightrope, we can do so by following the rope from point 
to point, but if we start to weave from the straight and nar- 
row path, we automatically suffer the consequences of our 
deviation. 

It is futile to complain about it because, whether we like 
it or not, obedience to law is the basic principle upon which 
the world is made. Nor can there be anything more disas- 
trous than preaching the Gospel of Love without the Gos- 
pel of Law, for to do so is to conceal the means by which 
Divine Love alone can manifest itself. 

It is of vital importance that these truths should be made 
clear at the present time since the deviltries being prepared 
in anticipation of World War III are going to make pre- 
vious wars seem by comparison like a Sunday School pic- 
nic. If there is anyone left who fails to accept the truth that 
“the heart of man is desperately wicked,” then they are due for 
a staggering awakening shortly. It is always a painful proc- 
ess being aroused from the slumber of our cherished illu- 
sions, but the sooner we face the facts and do something 
about it the better it will be for us all in the end. It is our 
intention to return to this theme at the close of this article. 

Meanwhile, the Big Four Conference in Berlin has 
come and gone, and in its passing another scene in the un- 
folding drama of world destiny has been enacted. As Lord 
Vansittart — one of the most penetrating of Observers in 
British official circles — comments: 


\ THE CHANGE-OVER from the nineteenth to the twen- 
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“The comedy is finished. No, it has not been comedy, but 
farce, sinister and illuminating. Widespread attempts are being 
made to pretend that some good has come of it. Please see things 
as they really are. All that has been gained is the knowledge 
already possessed by my readers. You cannot get agreement with 
Russia on either Germany or Austria; yet it was precisely to get 
such agreement that we went to Berlin. The announcement of a 
later conference on Korea and Indo-China is a bit of face-saving. 

“Conferences are nothing: it is the consequences that count. 
The West must learn its lesson. Let us begin without further delay 
to understand why this flop was staged, why and how you were 
deceived.” 


Lord Vansittart continues by giving his version of the 
“inside story,” explaining why Sir Winston Churchill felt 
himself forced to make his famous speech of May 11th, last, 
and the manner in which, subsequently, the opposition in 
the British House of Commons exploited the opportunity 
“of playing party politics with international issues.” 

Our eminent authority concludes: 


“The breath was hardly out of Stalin before a surge of wishful 
thinking decided that Communism had changed. There was 
never the slightest ground for this delusion. And the first lesson 
is that we must not let the wishful thinkers do this to us again. 
Our dangers may not have been increased — and Cold Wars 
do not hurt — though open clashes such as this Conference are 
better avoided. Some penalty should attach to those who even 
now try to mislead the public for private ends. Some readers may 
think me too forthright but if truth had been faced before the last 
world wars, we should have avoided both.” 


A Cold War 


We know what Lord Vansittart means when he says that 
*‘cold” wars do not hurt. But this extraordinary expression, 
nowadays so callously used, has taken on a new significance 
since the reports became available of recent tests made 
by the Soviets of their latest weapon. Thus ntelligence 
Digest reports: 


“The new weapon was tested on September 28th, 29th and 
30th, last. A number of light fighter-bombers — jet propelled — 
flew over the area for the test at a height of about 2,000 feet. It 
seemed that they were ejecting a light spray. The result was an 
intense killing cold for a period of about half an hour. All vegeta- 
tion was killed; trees became so brittle that they burst. The soil 
froze hard. 

“It is known that, during the last few months of the war, a 
group of German scientists — some of whom are now said to be 
in the Soviet Union — were studying the use of artificially-pro- 
duced extreme cold in warfare. It is a reasonable assumption 
that the Russians have now carried out the tests for which Ger- 
man scientists were preparing in 1945.” 


Certainly it isan appalling commentary upon the wicked- 
ness of lawlessness in the human heart that while the vast 
majority of mankind have perforce to struggle night and 
day for protection against the elements, the cleverest tech- 
nical brains in the world are engaged — not in the alle- 
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viation of this bitter struggle for survival — but in devising 
new methods of using the elements for mutual destruction. 
The root cause of this insane behaviour is that men will to 
have things their own way, rather than let things work out 
in God’s way by surrendering their individual wills to the 
will of the whole. Wholeness is what holiness means, in its 
primary rather than ultimate sense. And until mankind is 
made whole through harmonious alignment with the per- 
fect will of God, “‘we must through much tribulation enter into 
the Kingdom of God’ (Acts 14: 22), not because God wills it 
so but because collective suffering is an inevitable result 
of collective resistance to the Divine will. 


Hope of Salvation 


Commenting on the Berlin Conference, the Daily Mail 
makes the following pertinent observations: 


“The end of the Berlin Conference, plus the statement of 
Britain’s sensational new defense plans, would at one time have 
led to the most sombre forebodings. We should all have felt that 
war was just round the corner. Today we learn the startling fact 
that our fighting forces are being equipped with atomic weapons. 
As today’s Government ‘White Paper’ explains, the balance of 
force is to shift from the surface to the air. 

“The Statement on Defense says: ‘We shall continue to need 
conventional forces to deal with the kind of cold-war operations, 
falling short of a major war, in which our forces are now engaged.’ 
How strange to be told that a bloody struggle like Korea or Ma- 
laya is merely a ‘cold’ war. But, then, this is a strange and chilling, 
new world. Talk of war is not pleasant, but readiness is our one 
hope of salvation.” 


Preparedness may well seem to be the one hope of sal- 
vation to those who put their trust in “‘chariots and horses,”’ 
but paradoxically though it may seem, God has promised 
us salvation itself as the solution, 7.¢., “‘salvation for walls 
and bulwarks’’ (Isa. 26: 1). In actual fact we are being dis- 
placed from material power to spiritual power, although 
this displacement has not penetrated our national con- 
sciousness as yet. 


Spiritual Power Predominant 


As a race we are about to be initiated into the mystery of 
spiritual power and to witness a demonstration of the fact 
that the power of the Spirit is predominant, as it is written: 
“* Not by might, nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord of 
hosts’ (Zech. 4: 6). Again: “There shall no man be able to 
stand before you: for the Lord your God shall lay the fear of you 
and the dread of you upon all the land that ye shall tread upon, as he 
hath said unto you” (Deut. 11: 25). By the greatness of God’s 
arm our enemies could be transfixed “‘as still as a stone,”’ if 
only we were ready to have it so. A shock similar to coro- 
nary thrombosis is what is indicated here, as those who are 
curious enough to compare Exodus 15: 16 with I Samuel 
25: 37 will readily observe by the normal process of deduc- 
tion. 

But we must turn aside from contemplating things as 
they could be and focus attention upon things as they are. 
Thus the announcement that Red China had been given 
the atom bomb secret by Soviet Russia was skillfully timed 
to be released simultaneously with Britain’s new model 
plan for “‘the Atomic Age armed forces,” which is to take shape 
this year. The effect of this announcement was to pour 
cold water on the comfortable assurance of the White 
Paper that “‘the continuation for a long period of the present state 
of cold war is now more likely than the outbreak of a major war on 
any particular date.” 
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If Red China has the atom bomb, then the world stra- 
tegic picture has been radically changed overnight. As the 
Editor of the Daily Mail describes the situation: 


“In the House of Commons, Mr. Eden will open one of those 
historic debates which may determine the destiny of our country, 
The question is whether we are to face the reality of the world 
situation. That reality was settled at the Berlin Conference which 
showed beyond all doubt that mankind is divided into two op- 
posing halves. 

“This is Russia’s choice. The ideal of ‘one world’ has been 
killed by the Soviets who refuse to contemplate a Europe not 
dominated by the Red Army, or a Germany not under Com- 
munist control. 

*“The Western nations have drawn their conclusions. By them- 
selves the free European countries are no match for the military 
might of Russia. Some people, mainly of the Left Wing, still think 
it possible to come to an arrangement with Russia without re- 
arming Germany. They are living in a pink illusion.” 


Anno Domini 2004 


In a report from Washington, two days after the Berlin 
Conference ended, Press Representative O. H. Brandon 
declared: 


“Before he left Berlin, Mr. Dulles, the U. S. Secretary of State, 
feared that a Far East Conference might delay French ratifica- 
tion of EDC. The American offer, replacing the ‘agonizing re- 
appraisal of American policy in Europe,’ which Mr. Dulles 
threatened, should France fail to ratify EDC, will comprise a 
promise to ask Congress to extend the North Atlantic Treaty 
from 25 to 50 years, in order to make it equal to EDC.” 


This means long-range planning up to A.D. 2004, as a 
matter of sober practical politics. How the cynics used to 
laugh, back in the twenties, when students of Great Pyra- 
mid symbolism used to talk about the New Age, properly 
beginning from the chronological standpoint in a.p. 2001. 
For the skeptics there seemed to be something incongruous 
about the year 2000 a.p., almost as if it were something 
out of this world. Well, it is on our doorstep, so to speak, 
now, and the solid, serious fellows are already planning 
what they intend to do in 2004, and beyond. There could 
hardly be a more vivid reminder than this of the fact that 
time marches on. To students of prophecy fulfilled in cur- 
rent history the telescopic view of world events is nothing 
new, but to the man in the street the mere proposed ex- 
tension of a treaty to 50 years serves to bring the future 
forward into the present with a dramatic shock as sudden 
as it is abrupt. 


Defense Chiefs’ Hideouts 


The pace at which events have moved, behind the scenes, 
since August 20, 1953 — that date of portentous moment 
— is high-lighted by the following items of inside informa- 
tion. Thus, in a report from Washington, Daily Express re- 
porter Henry Lowrie reveals: 


“America’s defense chiefs have built a thirty-six-million-dollar 
hideout for themselves in case an atom war starts. It has been 
blasted out of the heart of the Rock Raven Mountain, sixty-five 
miles from Washington. It took three years to make, said the 
Defense Department today. A tunnel twenty-five feet wide and 
twenty-five high winds deep into the mountain to a main room, 
thirty-five feet high. The tunnel bends reduce blast danger. Other 
rooms are built on three floor levels. 

“The tricky job of ventilating the inside was made even more 
difficult because special filter equipment had to be designed to 
protect against poison gas or germ warfare material. And there 
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are special emergency power and water systems. The hideout 
has direct communication with the White House.” 


Simultaneously with this announcement from Washing- 
ton came the first report of Britain’s secret Citadel. ‘Thus, 
according to the Daily Express military correspondent: 


“A ten-acre underground ‘Citadel’ has just been completed, 
within a two-hour drive of London, as the heart of Britain’s war- 
time defense. Senior officers and technicians have been taken 
there at night in cars with drawn blinds. Workmen have been 
repeatedly screened by M.I. 5. And all work has been arranged 
so as not to reveal the future purpose of the site. 

“The Citadel is proofed against atom and hydrogen bombs. 
It is invisible from the air or even to people within one hundred 
yards of it.” 


A Disarmament Trap 


Immediately prior to the opening of the Berlin Confer- 
ence, President Eisenhower announced that the basic 
military strategy of the United States — upon which the 
security of the free world largely depends — had been 
changed. What was the implication of that? In Newsweek, 
General Carl Spaatz, former Chief of Staff of the U.S. Air 
Force, gives this opinion: 


“The emphasis is to be on air-atomic-power and the new 
weapons. Conventional ground forces will be scaled down. The 
keystone of the new policy is reliance on the threat of strategic 
bombing with A and H weapons, to restrain the Soviets, not only 
from starting an all-out third world war, but from launching 
more attacks on the fringe outposts of the free world. This is not 
wholly new. The U. S. has depended primarily upon the threat 
of strategic air attack to keep the Soviet Empire in check since 
the last world war. What is new is that the Eisenhower policy 
is a warning to the Kremlin that the U. S. will meet any further 
Communist aggression with atomic weapons. 

“There will be objections from those who feel that air-atomic- 
warfare is so horrible that it must be outlawed by international 
agreement. Nothing would please the Kremlin more than to 
lure the U. S. into an atomic-disarmament trap. Then the mas- 
sive ground forces of the Communist nations would have the 
military capability of dominating all Europe and Asia. 

“Having achieved their aims in that respect, there would be no 
assurance that in their final blow for world domination, they 
would not use every weapon at their disposal, including H- 
bombs.” 


General Spaatz concludes by saying: “‘Jt may be possible 
sometime to outlaw atomic weapons. But, meanwhile, U. S. 
atomic-air strength offers the best hope of world peace.” 

World peace and world domination! These two objec- 
tives are inseparably bound together, intertwined, inter- 
laced and intermixed. This is a dominant theme in the 
Bible, yet the priests and preachers and parsons are blind 
to its existence. 

If the struggle for world domination is the major fact in 
the political life of the world, is it not obvious, by implica- 
tion, that one race or people is destined to attain to that 
dominion? The world cannot go on forever being torn and 
riven by rival contestants, nor can its equilibrium be per- 
manently maintained by any system of balance of power. 
The prophetic Scriptures are clear on these great issues. 
There is to be a quick end made to all this turmoil which is 
now entering into its final stages. Incidentally, if any stu- 
dent wishes to know when global disarmament will be- 
come an accomplished fact, they will find the event de- 
scribed in Isaiah 2: 4. 
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A Third World War 


Meanwhile, Leon Volkov, former Colonel in the Soviet 
Air Force, has an illuminating comment to make upon the 
impact felt in Moscow, by the new defense policy of the 
United States. Thus Newsweek reports his views as follows: 


“The Kremlin clearly does not like the new defense policy of 
the United States, with its accent on air-atomic strategy and this 
is possibly the highest praise the policy could receive. In the 
Soviet Government paper, Izvestia, a General (in the Reserve) 
made it clear that the implications were fully understood in the 
Kremlin. Stripped of dialectics, this article said, in effect: 7) 
That the air-atomic strategy was a two-way street and if the 
United States chose to fight this way, the Soviets would counter 
in kind. As a result the continental U. S. could not escape devas- 
tation, as it had in previous wars. Its coastal cities could be at- 
tacked by submarines carrying atomic missiles. 

**2) America’s allies not only would get a taste of the devas- 
tating effects of the new weapons but they would become battle- 
grounds too because their territories would be vulnerable to 
attack by ground forces. 3) By insisting upon ‘leading from 
strength’ in its international relations, the U. S. was inviting a 
third world war, whereas it should be negotiating for a perma- 
nent peace, and meanwhile, disarming.” 


It is easy to see through this device. For while the United 
States is superior in atomic weapons, the Soviet is superior 
in ground troops, more especially so when allied with the 
almost limitless manpower of China. This was exposed 
with equal thoroughness by the Marshal of the Royal Air 
Force, Sir John Slessor, in a BBC broadcast, when he said: 
**Jt is not a good idea to take the atomic and hydrogen bombs out 
of the hands of the soldiers, leaving them with only conventional 
weapons. That would give the advantage to the side with masses of 
expendable manpower; which, no doubt, is why the Kremlin bangs 
the big drum of atomic disarmament.” 

Sir John — who is a former Chief of Air Staff — in de- 
veloping his theme, arrived at a somewhat startling con- 
clusion when he continued by advancing the following 
considered opinion: 


*“‘War is a matter of wills: nations or coalitions went to war to 
impose their will on an opponent. You started off by trying to do. 
it by persuasion; that is, by diplomacy, and if that was no good 
you tried to do it by force. At a given moment — the declaration. 
of war — you turned over from an interchange of notes between 
men in top hats to an interchange of bullets between men in tin 
hats. 

**Today, no one will force a major war if he knows that to do. 
so will bring down the annihilating force of atomic-air-power on 
his head. I believe that that knowledge is a predominating factor 
in Soviet policy. I believe that anything like over-all air defense 
against the present and still more near-future threat is not a 
practical proposition; and that applies to Russia, with their vast 
area to be covered, just as it does to us. What is more, I cannot 
feel unduly depressed about that. If by some miracle, we were to 
find some effective and practicable form of defense, it would only 
be a matter of time before Russia did the same; and then, in 
effect, air power is cancelled out on either side, and I should 
indeed regard the third world war as being on the tapis again, 
with the free world having to match Russia, man for man, tank 
for tank, escort for U-boat, and so on.” 


Past Forty Years 


This eminent expert concludes in dramatic fashion when 
he maintains: 


“You do not take the initiative in forcing a war unless you 
think you can win it. And winning a war means creating world 
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conditions more favorable to oneself than could have been 
brought about if there had not been a war. Today there is not the 
remotest chance of anyone winning a war on that definition. A 
world war in this day and age would be general suicide and the 
end of civilization as we know it. 

“I believe that the first and far-reaching consequence of this 
revolution is that total war, as we have known it in the past 
forty years, is a thing of the past. That may sound a pretty rash 
statement. But I believe it to be true. I think that a revolution 
has occurred and that the era of total war is over — as long as 
we do not take leave of our senses and agree to atomic disarma- 
ment.” 


There are too many ifs and buts in this statement in 
spite of its flashes of genuine inspiration. The point which 
the Marshal overlooks is that, in dealing with the rulers of 
the Kremlin, we are dealing with a fanatical and not a 
rational mentality. It is a fatal error to judge other people 
by yourself. The Kremlin is more than liable to think the 
game is worth the gamble, especially since it knows that 
atomic war is something the peace-loving free peoples of 
the world do not want. 

In Month by Month in Destiny for March 1954 (pp. 85- 
88), the significance of the “past forty years’? was specially 
dealt with. It is not without significance that Sir John 
Slessor speaks of this period as “‘an era,” and in the recently- 
published British Government White Paper on Defense, 
advice is given as to what should be done “‘if by some mis- 
calculation in Communist policy, or by deliberate design, global 
war should be forced upon this generation, or the next.” 

Over against Molotov’s plan “to give Germany the illusory 
freedom of a neutralized satellite within a vast Eurasian Slave 
camp, tyrannized from Moscow to Pekin,” as Alastair Forbes 
sensationally delineates the picture for us, we have the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization described in the 
White Paper as “‘a shield which has to stretch from the northern 
tip of Norway to the eastern borders of Turkey, composed of Gen- 
eral Gruenther’s active divisions and aircraft.” 


Vast Slave Camp 


In the House of Commons, Mr. Anthony Eden, “‘ex- 
posing the Soviet plot to swallow Germany and rule Europe by the 
Red Army,” declared: 


‘All the arguments by the Soviet were really only a means to 
one end — of forcing Germany into the Soviet embrace. No one

The former heavens and earth of the antediluvian world 
have been all but forgotten and, equally so, the present 
heaven and earth will be utterly forgotten when the new 
and perfect age is ushered in with its completely new en- 
vironment. John’s words are inspiringly descriptive (Rev. 
21: 4-5): “God shall wipe away all tears from their [His 
people’s] eyes; and there shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: 
for the former things are passed away. And he that sat upon 
the throne said, Behold, I make all things new. And he said 


unto me, Write: for these words are true and faithful.” 
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must have any illusions about that. We can have German unifi- 
cation now, provided we accept the solution designed to ensure 
the emergence of a Communist Germany. 

“It has been clear for some time that the principal aim of 
Soviet policy has been to secure the withdrawal of the United 
States from Europe. That line of thought ran through all of Mr. 
Molotov’s draft treaty, which meant that the whole continent of 
Europe, not only its eastern half, would be dominated by the 
most powerful military force left in it, the Soviet Union, and at 
the mercy of the Red Army. 

““But the Soviet Union was more than a European power. It 
would control the whole Eurasian land bloc, with China as an 
ally. Such a treaty could be called collective security for Europe, 
but the only country which would be secure in it would be the 
Soviet Union. The rest would go down under it by enjoying the 
same kind of liberty and security as that allowed to Czechoslo- 
vakia and Hungary today. 

‘Thus, the points of view could not have been more widely 
divergent and there had been no possibility of successful nego- 
tiation to bridge the gap.” 


Well, it is something for world statesmen to have begun 
to realize at long last that between the ideologies of Chris- 
tianity and Communism there is a great gulf fixed, as 
great as the gulf which separated Dives and Lazarus in 
the Biblical parable. Thus the stage is being set for the last 
great showdown between the Forces of Light and the Forces 
of Darkness as envisaged in the prophecies of the Bible. 


Weapons of Warfare 


For the ordinary “‘man-in-the-street”” — who only asks 
to be allowed to live his life in peace — the outward pic- 
ture seems desperately confusing. Living day by day im- 
mersed in the pressures of a material world and materialis- 
tic outlook, it is difficult to realize that mankind is up 
against spiritual wickedness in high places and the princi- 
palities and powers of the Unseen World. Which brings us 
back to the statement at the beginning of this article that 
the heart of man is desperately wicked. 

What can we do about it? We can wield the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the Word of God, as it is written: “For 
though we walk in the flesh, we do not war after the flesh: (For 
the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong holds;) casting down imagina- 
tions, and every high thing that exalteth itself against the knowl- 
edge of God, and bringing into captivity every thought to the obe- 
dience of Christ.” (II Cor. 10: 3-5.) This is what modern 
minds might describe as psychological warfare, but if they 
practiced it instead of theorizing about it, they would find 
it to be a form of spiritual psychiatry which produces mirac- 
ulous results. 


Times of Refreshing 


If it is a time of spiritual refreshment and renewal we 
want, we can have it, on fair enough terms, as it is written: 
“Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of refreshing shall come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord.” (Acts 3: 19.) Actually, the Unseen Presence 
is everpresent and Omnipresent, but men are not aware of 
it. If they were aware of it, they could not do the things 
they do. Let us therefore practice diligently the presence 
of God so that awareness finally becomes a conscious 
reality. So shall the Lord — the Unseen Presence of God — 
become our dwelling place in all generations. For the Lord 
is Love Divine all loves excelling, and he that dwelleth in 
love dwelleth in God and God in him. 
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Threshold of Redemption 





February 23, 1954 
ARVELOUS CONTINUITY marks 
M the unfolding annals of these 
years of judgment. The cudg- 
els of aggressive chastisement against 
latter-day Israel — America and the 
British Commonwealth — are wielded 
in turn by Germany, Japan and then 
Russia. The fever-chart of global dis- 
cord notes one new crisis area after 
another — Palestine, Korea, Indo- 
China, and now India. But always the 
relation of each development to the 
declared Divine objective is clear to 
those versed in Biblical prophecy. Al- 
ways the time-measures of chronology 
testify to the meticulous pre-design of 
the process. 

The Divine decree governing the 
course of recent decades is that the 
Anglo-Saxon nations, under grievous 
tribulation, should at long last learn 
righteousness. To this end a series of 
shocks was administered, each sharper 
than the last and each finding the blind 
and unrepentant Israel peoples in a 
shakier status. World War I was fol- 
lowed by a period of economic deterio- 
ration, then by World War II. After 
that came the cold war and Korea. 
Now all signs point to the imminence 
of the last culminating shock which 
will break the arrogance of America 
and Britain and turn them into the 
way of their everlasting King. 

Once hostilities ended in Korea, 
the Kremlin continued to press its pro- 
gram of world conquest through sub- 
version and diplomatic intrigue. Com- 
munist agitators kept much of Asia and 
Africa in ferment and kindled frequent 
outbreaks of violence. On January 24 
it was the turn of Morocco. Anti- 
French terrorist commandos hurled 
bombs and grenades at filling stations 
and an oil storage depot. The date 
fell a solar desolation period (1290 
days) after the outbreak of the Korean 
war on June 25, 1950 (Chart I). 

Throughout the conference of Big 
Four Foreign Ministers, which opened 
in Berlin on January 25, the Russians 
strove relentlessly to split the Western 
Alliance and to improve their position 
in Europe and the Far East. This key- 
note was set on the very first day when 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov of- 
fered to end the deadlock over Korean 
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peace negotiations if Red China were 
admitted to a five-Power conference. 
Molotov also again demanded that the 
European Army plan be scrapped. 

Time-measures demonstrate that the 
Berlin conference marked a significant 
step in Russia’s global machinations 
which are to bring the Anglo-Saxon 
world to the brink of annihilation. 
The parley opened 1600 days lunar 
(space or extent of judgment) after 
Russia recognized the Chinese Com- 
munist government on October 2, 
1949 (top of Chart I). In addition, 
January 25 fell a 286-day displacement 
interval after April 14, 1953 when 
Communist forces invaded Laos. 

The precariousness of Arab-Jewish 
peace was underscored on January 28 
when the Israelis complained to the 
UN against restrictions imposed on 
Suez shipping by the Egyptian govern- 
ment. It is noteworthy that this came 
precisely 15 x 120 days (hour of warn- 
ing) after the Jewish-Egyptian armi- 
stice was signed on February 24, 1949. 

In Berlin, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Molotov switched tactics as he pro- 
posed a Big-Five conference on reduc- 
tion of armaments. The talks were to 
be held within the framework of the 
United Nations but with the door left 
open to Red Chinese participation. 

Refer now to the center of Chart II 
and note with what precision these 
January 28 developments fit into the 
unfolding chronological patterns. ‘They 
fell 2 x 286 days lunar before August 
15, 1955, which will be 1290 days 
(desolation) after Russia declared 
World War III under way on Febru- 
ary 2, 1952. Even more notable is the 
solar fruition interval (1040 days) ex- 
tending from January 28 to December 
18, 1956, which will be 12 x 1290 days 
after the outbreak of World War I. 
Since twelve is the number of com- 
pletion, the 1956 terminal should ap- 
pertain closely to the final desolative 
ordeal of Britain and America. 

Over and over the time-factors have 
stressed the futility of Anglo-American 
efforts to achieve security through alli- 
ances with wavering France and Italy. 
The drift toward European disintegra- 
tion continued on January 30 when 
the Italian government of Premier 
Amintore Fanfani fell.

Two significant applications of the 
‘space or extent of judgment” time- 
measure mark this development. It 
came 1600 days lunar after October 7, 
1949 when the East German Commu- 
nist government was set up. And an 
interval of 1600 days solar plus two 
extends from January 30 to July 13, 
1958. This last terminal will be 120 
days (warning) before November 10, 
1958, which closes a forty-year genera- 
tion after the 1918 Armistice (bottom 
of Chart III). Note further that July 
13, 1958 will be 1290 plus 666 days 
after Soviet Premier Stalin died on 
March 5, 1953. 

January 30 was also 666 days solar 
after March 25, 1952 when the Western 
Powers replied to Russia’s set of pro- 
posals for resolving the impasse over a 
German peace treaty. As the chart in- 
dicates, the 1952 date links back to the 
June 11, 1942 Anglo-American treaties 
of friendship with the Soviet Union. 

This January 30 material on Chart 
III should be studied in conjunction 
with the European Disintegration chart 
on page 390 of Destiny for November 
1953. Especially noteworthy is the fact 
that Premier De Gasperi’s Italian gov- 
ernment fell 1600 days lunar after the 
Atlantic Pact was signed, exactly as the 
Fanfani government fell the identical 
interval after the East German govern- 
ment was set up. | 

Viet Minh forces in Indo-China sud- 
denly opened a many-pronged offen- 
sive on January 31. Hard-driving 
units cut a strategic highway across 
central Annam while other columns 
drove deep into Laos. Viet Minh at- 
tackers also broke through the Red 
River delta defense perimeter south of 
Hanoi. 

The January 31 Viet Minh surge 
came precisely 7 x 270 days solar (birth 
travail perfected) after October 31, 
1948 when Communist armies cap- 
tured Mukden. As Chart I notes, Jan- 
uary 31 was also 1335 days lunar after 
the outbreak of the Korean war. The 
1335 time-measure, the number of 
blessed hope from Daniel’s twelfth 
chapter, is also a number of judg- 
ment for those fighting to prevent the 
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establishment of God’s Kingdom on 
earth. 


Russia in effect scuttled the Berlin 


Big Four conference on February 4 
when Foreign Minister Molotov de- 
manded unconditional acceptance of a 
“neutralized” Germany in which Com- 
munists would wield predominant in- 
fluence. From this revealing Russian 
action a fruition period extends to yet 
another outstanding chronological ter- 
minal in late 1956. The solar 1040- 
day interval will end on December 25, 
1956, which falls 2520 days (trial or 
probation) after January 31, 1950 
when President Truman ordered H- 
bomb production to proceed (bottom 
of Chart I). The January 1950 date 
also brought Russia’s recognition of the 
Indo-Chinese rebel movement led by 
Ho Chi-minh. 

American concern over Communist 
gains in Indo-China was reflected in 
the developments of February 5 and 6. 
On the first date Harold Stassen, di- 
rector of the Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministration, disclosed that 2% billion 
dollars in matériel and assistance had 
been earmarked for Indo-China. The 
date was 420 days after December 12, 
1952 when Communist leaders met in 
Vienna to map a broad attack on the 
defense preparations of the West. The 
420 time-factor is one-sixth of the 2520- 
day Biblical period signifying trial or 
probation. 

The chronological sequence mapped 
at the center of Chart III also shows 
that February 5 was 420 plus 7 x 120 
days after August 25, 1950 when re- 
ports of Communist armies massing in 
Manchuria foreshadowed Chinese in- 
tervention in the Korean war. Since 
the sum of 420 and 7 x 120 is 1260, it 
follows that February 5 also fell this 
interval after the 1950 date which 
warned of Communist ascendancy in 
the Far East. 

On February 6 the United States re- 
vealed that it was rushing more light 
bombers and about 200 additional Air 
Force ground crew technicians to aid 
the French Union forces in Indo- 
China. This date was 420 days solar 
before April 8, 1955, which will be 
2520 days after the outbreak of the 
Arab-Jewish war on May 14, 1948 
(bottom of Chart IT). 

The Communist threat to Indo- 
China intensified on February 8 as Red 
spearheads drove to within fifteen miles 
of the Laotian capital of Luang Pra- 
bang. This came precisely 1260 plus 
666 days after the Communists cap- 
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tured Mukden. In addition February 8 
was 666 days solar before December 
16, 1955, which will be 15 x 888 days 
after the Versailles Treaty was signed. 
888 is the Christ number, signifying 
renewal or Divine intermediation, 
while 15 is the length of a prophetic 
hour, it being the twenty-fourth part of 
a “‘time”’ comprising 360 days or years. 

Another chapter in the long-familiar 
story of Communist treachery was dis- 
closed on February 9 when the UN 
Command charged that the Reds had 
violated the Korean armistice by smug- 
gling planes and other war matériel 
into North Korea. The date was 7 x 
270 days (birth travail perfected) after 
December 7, 1948 when Communist 
armies, trapping the Nationalist garri- 
son of Suchow, sprung the gate for 
their swift conquest of China. In addi- 
tion February 9 was 1600 days after 
September 23, 1949 when President 
Truman disclosed that Russia had ex- 
ploded an atomic bomb (top of Chart 
IT). 

South Korea on February 12 offered 
to send an army division to fight 
against the Communists in Indo- 
China. On the same day diplomatic 
officials in Washington disclosed that 
the United States had decided to grant 
substantial military aid to Pakistan 
despite the bitter protests of Indian 
leaders. 

Again time-factors stress the won- 


drous precision of the Divine blue- 
print for judgment. With American 
aid to Pakistan certain to provoke 
violent reaction from both India and 
Russia, it is significant indeed that a 
1040-day fruition period extending 
from the American decision terminates 
precisely on December 18, 1956. As 
noted previously, this date will be 12 x 
1290 days after the outbreak of World 
War I (lower half of Chart IT). 

February 12 was also 286 days after 
May 2, 1953 when American Secre- 
tary of State Dulles denounced Com- 
munist aggression in Indo-China. And 
an interval of 420 days separates Feb- 
ruary 12 from April 8, 1955, which will 
be 2520 days after the start of the 
Arab-Jewish war. 

Big Four efforts to resolve the dead- 
lock over Austria collapsed on Febru- 
ary 13 when Russia rejected a Western 
proposal calling for immediate agree- 
ment on still-undecided articles of the 
Austrian independence treaty. Earlier 
that day the Austrian government 
had vetoed a Molotov plan under which 
Russian occupation troops would re- 
main in Austria until a German peace 
treaty was concluded. The date was 
420 days solar plus two after the open- 
ing of the Vienna “‘peace congress” 
(center of Chart III). 

Indian agitation against projected 
American military aid to Pakistan cre- 
scendoed ominously on February 16 as 
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Communist-instigated mobs smashed 
windows and set fire to books in the 
U. S. Information Service library in 
Calcutta. This development spotlight- 
ing Far Eastern desolation came 1290 
days lunar after August 25, 1950 when 
Chinese Communist intervention in 
Korea was foreshadowed (Chart III). 
February 16 was also the solar termi- 
nal of 286 days (displacement) after 
May 2, 1953 when Secretary of State 
Dulles denounced Communist aggres- 
sion in Indo-China. It was on the mean 
date of this 286 cycle (February 12) 
that the United States disclosed its 
decision to extend aid to Pakistan. 

Of particular significance is the solar 
666 interval linking February 16 to 
December 24, 1955. Thus the follow- 
ing parallel highlights the importance 
of the Indian developments in advanc- 
ing the Divine plan of chastisement 
through tribulation and desolation: 


The February 12 American decision to 
extend aid to Pakistan fell 1040 days be- 
fore December 18, 1956, which will be 
12 x 1290 days after August 1, 1914. 

The first major outburst touched off by 
the decision came 666 days solar before 
December 24, 1955, which will be 12 x 1260 
days after the same initial point in 1914. 


The Big Four Foreign Ministers, un- 
able to resolve the deadlocked German- 
Austrian issues, called on the closing 
day of their Berlin discussions for an 
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Asian peace conference which would 
attempt to unify Korea and end the 
war in Indo-China. Red China was 
among the sixteen nations invited to 
the conference set for April 26 in 
Geneva. 
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An evaluation of the Berlin meet- 
ings shows that Russia gained three 
important. victories. A place was won 
for Red China at a major world con- 
ference — an achievement which could 
open the door to eventual American 
recognition of the Peiping regime. 
Russia itself won the right to partici- 
pate in the Asian conference without 
assuming the position of a belligerent. 
And finally, by including Indo-China 
in the conference agenda, the Russians 
very likely accomplished their major 
objective of stalling France’s ratifica- 
tion of the European Defense Com- 
munity, since the French would be- 
come more reluctant than ever to rat- 
ify the EDC treaty if it jeopardized 
chances of a settlement in Indo-China. 

The call for an Asian peace confer- 
ence continues the precise progression 
of the Divine design for judgment. It 
came 1600 days after Russia’s recogni- 
tion of China’s Communist govern- 
ment on October 2, 1949. And a 666- 
day interval extending forward from 
February 18 terminates on December 
16, 1955, which will be 15 x 888 days 
after the Versailles Treaty was signed 
in June 1919 (Chart I). 

Note especially that the conference 
of Big Four Foreign Ministers opened 
on the lunar terminal of 1600 days 
after Russia recognized the Chinese 
Reds and closed on the mean terminal 
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of the same significant 1600 cycle. 

Pakistan and Turkey on February 
19 announced an agreement to pro- 
mote closer political and economic 
ties. The pact, aligning strategic Pak- 
istan more firmly with the West, was 
certain to have far-reaching reper- 
cussions and draw vigorous counter- 
measures from Russia. 

The Turkey-Pakistan pact was an- 
nounced precisely 1335 days after the 
outbreak of the Korean war on June 
25, 1950. And a 1040-day fruition 
measure extending forward from the 
agreement terminates on December 25, 
1956, which will be 2520 days after 
January 31, 1950. This 1950 milestone 
brought both President Truman’s di- 
rective ordering H-bomb production 
and Russia’s recognition of the Viet 
Minh rebels in Indo-China (bottom of 
Chart I). 

Announcement of Pakistan’s formal 
application for American military as- 
sistance was made in Washington and 
Karachi on February 22. The date was 
8 x 390 days after Russia entered the 
Far Eastern war on August 8, 1945 


renewal, while 390 signifies Israel’s 
chastisement. 

Step by step inexorable events are 
backing the Anglo-Saxon world into a 
corner from which there will be no 
escape save through the miraculous 
intervention of their Lord and King. 
The measured procession of day-to- 
day developments has reached the 
very threshold of the Divine objective 
inscribed in Holy Writ millenniums 
ago: , 

**Zion shall be redeemed with judgment, 
and they that return of her with righteous- 
ness.” (Isa. 1: 27, Marg.) 

Warning after warning to errant 
Israel has gone unheeded. They have 
passed through the affliction and heart- 
break of two world wars, as well as 
numerous lesser tribulations, without 
casting aside the ways of unregenerate 
materialism. But from the last great 
woe there will be no evasion or respite. 
Compelled to look upward for preser- 
vation, they will emerge from the trial 
with a new heart and a new spirit, 
prepared to enter the coming age in 
joyful harmony with the will of their

from another to the point that mass medication would 
mean the impairment of the health of some even if it 
were good for others. 

The Hon. A. L. Miller of Nebraska, in discussing the 
pros and cons of adding fluorine to the commercial water 
supply, as reported in the Congressional Record of March 
24, 1952, shows no unanimity of opinion even among those 
supposed to be experts on the subject. He cites evidence to 
show that the claimed improvement of health in a city 
after four years of fluoridation of its water was not sustained. 

Representative Miller has also pointed out that the 
Department of Agriculture advises that no fluorides be 
fed to brood sows. He said that experiments on rats and 
mice indicate a lessened mental activity of those that had 
fluorides. Then what of the human race and the effect of 
fluorides upon the unborn of parents drinking such medi- 
cated water? Are sows and the raising of pigs so much more 
important than the birth of strong, vigorous children 
that fluorides must be kept from the pig population but it 
is all right to administer them to the human race? Just 
how stupid can we become? 

This leads us to question the honesty of those behind this 
drive to put fluorides into our water supply. Is it a subtle 
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method of preparing for the day when, through the control 
of mass medication, a people can be so doped that they 
will become an easy prey to their enemies? Once the ma- 
chinery is installed for the purpose of adding fluorides to a 
water supply, the subversives have a system at hand, by 
doctoring water supplies, for the mass poisoning of whole 
populations. Does this account for the fact that left-wing 
groups and similar organizations are supporting the drive 
to increase fluoridation of water supplies throughout our 
land? 

In this day of possible widespread sabotage, when the 
enemy within is definitely known to be planning to gain 
control through devious means, the use that they could 
make of the machinery installed for the purpose of fluorida- 
tion becomes appalling. Let it be remembered that fluorine 
in proper quantity is one of the major ingredients in rat 
poison. 

But apart from all this, every man is a free moral agent 
and should have the right to say what, if any, medicine he 
will take. No man or government should be able to pre- 
scribe for him against his will. Yet this is exactly what is 
being done under the guise of the present drive for fluorida- 
tion of our water supply. No government, regardless of 
how wise the leaders may be, is in a position to say what is 
good for individuals on a mass basis. A doctor would be a 
fool and would soon lose his license to practice if he treated 
his patients on any such assumption that all should have 
the same medicine in the same amount over the same 
period of time. 

The independence and protection of every community 
from possible mass poisoning should lead everyone to re- 
ject without question any form of mass medication and 
demand purification of water supplies through natural 
processes and filtration.

London, March 1 (By CABLE) 
HAS BEEN FOUND that the Russians did not go to Berlin 
| make history but to slow it down — an essential 
requirement in Soviet strategic planning. Many long 
and heated debates in Moscow preceded the conference 
and, almost until the day of the departure of the Soviet 
delegation, opinion remained divided as to whether or not 
Molotov was the most suitable man to lead it and to 
achieve the best results. Nikita Khrushchev (Secretary- 
General of the Central Committee of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party) was in favor of sending Vyshinsky to Berlin 
instead. Said Khrushchev at the Kremlin New Year ban- 
quet: ““Vyachislav Mikhailovich [Molotov] is an inval- 
uable pillar of our foreign policy, but Vyshinsky has the 
glib tongue more likely to talk the westerners round, or 
send them home with a bee in their bonnets.” ‘The middle- 
aged men of the Young Communist school, now surging 
upwards and clamoring for recognition and responsibility, 
are the new regime’s staunchest allies. They see in Malen- 
kov and Khrushchev the representatives of the new era. 
If they ever feel themselves disappointed, a crisis will 
arise, with unpredictable consequences for all concerned. 

Malenkov must step warily towards his goal and leaves 
it to Khrushchev to do the urging, prompting and criti- 
cizing. At the same time, there are differences and jeal- 
ousies between the two men; and it suits Malenkov very 
well to let Khrushchev have his head to some extent. 
That has always been Malenkov’s way with his rivals. Both 
Malenkov and Khrushchev have to watch each other; 
either might eliminate the other. Khrushchev’s preference 
for Vyshinsky is, of course, mere eyewash. But it all goes to 
show that Molotov’s position may be threatened. It is up 
to him now, says our informant, to produce convincing 
evidence that his methods are as effective as ever. The out- 
come of the Berlin conference — satisfactory or otherwise 
for the Kremlin — may settle his fate. 

The stories are circulating in the Moscow Army clubs 
that Bulganin may soon relinquish his portfolio as Minister 
of War. Marshal Zhukov is mentioned as a strong candi- 
date for the Defense Ministry, although Marshal Vas- 
silievsky, who held it until Stalin’s death, also aspires to it. 

For months past, Kremlin conferences have been con- 
cerned with finding new ways and means for postponing a 
conference of the four great powers until the autumn of 
1954. Acceptance of the Berlin meeting in January was 
forced upon the Soviet rulers partly by the realization that 
further delay might jeopardize their carefully laid plans 
for the next three years and partly by pressure from China. 
Mao Tse-tung got some concrete promises of active sup- 
port from Malenkov after Stalin’s death. He is now press- 
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ing hard for the honoring of those pledges. One of these 
was that the Kremlin would exercise all its influence and 
employ all its resources to secure Mao’s recognition by the 
West. Russia is deeply concerned to satisfy China over 
this. It was also agreed that Russia would begin in 1954-55 
to supply the Chinese armed forces with the most modern 
weapons, including A-weapons, on a scale commensurate 
with Chinese military requirements. This is another essen- 
tial factor in Soviet policy. 

A project under which the Soviet Union would assist 
financially and scientifically in the construction of atomic 
research establishments in China was agreed upon in 
principle last year. This matter was again discussed be- 
tween Mao ‘I’se-tung and Mikoyan (Deputy Prime Min- 
ister and Minister of Trade) in Peking in January of this 
year. Final details of the scheme are to be worked out 
when a Chinese government delegation arrives in Moscow 
later this year. A formal announcement that Communist 
China and the U.S.S.R. are partners in atomic production 
would be a trump card to be played at an opportune mo- 
ment, either to put a brake on international developments 
or to accelerate them, as the need may be. 

Russian and Chinese policy is geared to gaining time on 
these terms. But for what purpose? In order to develop 
atomic projects — exactly nothing else; or at least so the 
most highly confidential Soviet-Chinese official docu- 
ments which have been intercepted clearly suggest. The 
West can take the facts or leave them. They will not be 
changed. ‘The Communist-inspired bloc has a single objec- 
tive and will do everything and anything to attain it. If the 
West is so foolish as to harbor fond hopes which the estab- 
lished facts flatly contradict, then there is no more to be 
said. 

The Nationalist Chinese leaders are becoming concerned 
about the possibilities of a gradual invasion of the island. 
So far, the signs are no more than straws in the wind. But 
scattered events and intelligence reports, when put to- 
gether in General Sun Li-jen’s headquarters, make a dis- 
quieting pattern. Since Christmas, Communist operations 
against island outposts of Formosa have been stepped up. 
Tacheng island, one of the main Nationalist outposts off 
the China coast, is now almost entirely in Communist 
hands. Beachheads have been established on several other 
islands. ‘Those islands within range of mainland artillery 
have been bombarded. Commando attacks have been 
made against the Pescadores — about three-quarters of 
the way from the mainland to Formosa. There has been no 
consolidation and these seem to be softening up and recon- 
naissance operations. Most of these attacks have been 
made by Red Chinese Marines, but in the operations 
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against Tacheng, Korean veterans took part. It would be 
a serious matter if all the outposts were lost; they are in- 
valuable for intelligence and for raids on the mainland. 
Without them, the value of Formosa would be less. All this 
presents a very different picture from that with which left 
wing agencies scared Western opinion; zz., that the 
Chinese Nationalists might invade the mainland. 

Information reaching India and Nepal from Tibet shows 
a growing tenseness. Brutal repression and open disdain on 
the part of the Chinese invaders have driven both the pop- 
ulation and the lamas into a state of mental revolt. The 
Chinese authorities banned the New Year Prayer Festival, 
under the pretext that the serious food position would 
make it impossible to feed so large an influx of people. 
Since the ban, the Dalai Lama’s attitude has been one of 
defiance. He has shown qualities of maturity and decision. 
Even some of the Chinese have been impressed and have 
advocated caution in dealing with him. The Dalai Lama 
has forbidden the flying of the Red Chinese flag from the 
Potala Palace, and General Chang Kuan-hua had not 
dared to replace it by force, up to the time our observer 
reported. News began to spread amongst the lamas that 
the Dalai Lama wanted them to come to Lhasa despite the 
ban. It is unlikely, however, that there will be a real revolt 
of lamas or people. Chinese military strength is over- 
whelming. 

While every provision is made against possible trouble, 
long-range projects are not being neglected. The most im- 
portant of them is for three highways into Tibet which are 
expected to be completed by 1955. Once these roads are 
open, Chinese forces will be able to move so quickly that 
revolt will be impossible, except in very remote and rela- 
tively unimportant areas. The latest line of communica- 
tion to have been completed is a 17-mile aerial railway 
linking Gangtok (capital of Sikkim) with Nathu, a point 
in the Chumbi Valley nearest the Indian border. For rea- 
sons best known to themselves, both the Tibetan and Sik- 
kim governments have kept very quiet about this railway. 
It is reported that two officials from the government of 
India have been sent from Delhi to Sikkim to inspect and 
report on it. 

Having attracted little press comment, the conference 
of the Indian Communist Party, at Madura, ended early 
in January. This was an important conference because the 
Secretary-General of the party, Ajoy Kumar Ghosh, had 
just returned from Moscow after a stay of more than six 
months. The pretext for his visit to the U.S.S.R. was medi- 
cal, but it was, in fact, principally to discuss the line for the 
Communist Party in Indian affairs. It was clear at the 
recent conference that Indian Communists consider war 
with Pakistan to be inevitable, and they have decided to 
use this war for revolutionary purposes. In the event of 
such a war, Communist tactics would be to join the Indian 
Army in large numbers, to penetrate all its branches, and 
so to influence its personnel that, at the end of the fighting, 
substantial numbers would be willing Communist tools. 
Observers on the spot who know the situation inside the 
Indian Army well say that this plan is feasible, and that, 
if it is efficiently carried out, the Communists would be- 
come masters of India, should India win a war with 
Pakistan. 

Communist speculations on the possibilities of war with 
Pakistan are a reflection of fairly widely held views in New 
Delhi. Some Indian officials say in private that the govern- 
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ment is gradually moving towards even more strained rela- 
tions with Pakistan. That is one reason for the uproar over 
American aid. There have been secret talks between New 
Delhi, Peking and Moscow, although this will be officially 
denied. The object of these talks was to sound the Chinese 
and Soviet governments as to their attitude in the event of 
an Indo-Pakistani war. It is almost certain that India has 
been assured of the friendly neutrality of the U.S.S.R. and 
China and has been promised that her paramount position 
in Kashmir, Bhutan and Nepal will be recognized. This 
amounts to a recognition of the India ‘‘Monroe Doctrine” 
which Pandit Nehru’s press is advocating. Moscow and 
Peking have further promised that they will give diplo- 
matic support to India’s claims on the French and Portu- 
guese establishments. In return for all this, India is ex- 
pected not to oppose the setting up of Soviet control of 
Afghanistan. Russia has told India that the independent 
statehood of Afghanistan will be maintained, but that 
Soviet military bases will be established to forestall any 
united Moslem action backed by America. India’s ruthless 
interventions in Africa — in a remarkable degree of tacit 
collaboration with Soviet agencies there — help to build 
up an ugly picture. India is deeply involved in the stealthy 
preparations for a world cloudburst; now concealed from 
public opinion by an astonishing phase of news black-out. 

Everyone knows that the military situation in Indo- 
China is serious. Nevertheless, it was hoped that time — if 
it could be gained — would be on the side of France and 
Viet Nam; such was the progress of building up the Viet 
Namese army. In actual fact, it was always unlikely that 
the Communists would allow General Navarre the time 
he wanted to raise the strength of the Viet Namese forces. 
But whatever prospects there might have been have now 
been dimmed, not only by the Viet-Minh offensive, but by 
the attitude of Paris. During recent months, there has been 
a go-slow policy in Paris. It was realized there that as the 
Viet Nam forces became stronger, so too the independence 
of Bao Dai’s regime would become proportionately 
stronger, and might hamper negotiations between Paris 
and the Communists. 

When Bao Dai was last in France, he made no secret of 
the fact that he was fighting because he was anti-Com- 
munist and that he had no intention of becoming a pawn 
of the French by fighting only in order to get more favor- 
able terms from the Communists. He does not believe 
in appeasement and has said that he would oppose par- 
tition of his country. It appears, therefore, to those in Paris 
who favor appeasement that a compromise could be 
reached only if Bao Dai were first excluded. This is now 
the object of certain influential persons in Paris. A strong 
effort was made during a cabinet meeting in December. 
It was led by a former Prime Minister who demanded 
that Bao Dai be deposed and a Republic of Indo-China 
declared. The proposal was defeated by a small majority 
headed by M.R.P. members. Viet Namese, in conse- 
quence, are becoming increasingly distrustful of Paris.

The Throne of the Lord 


N THE NEW world order to be established there is to be 
lf one world capital, one world throne, and one King 
over all the earth. This is clearly prophesied in the 
Scriptures. The site of the metropolis that is to become the 
center of world government and religion is the City of 
David, the ancient city of Jerusalem, with Mount Zion: 


“Tt shall come to pass in the last days, that . . . out of Zion 
shall go forth the law, and the word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” 
(Isa. 2: 2-3.) 


If further confirmation is needed, the following passages 
should be considered: 


“Jerusalem, the city which I have chosen.” (I Kings 11: 32, 
36.) 

“IT have chosen Jerusalem, that my name might be there.” 
(II Chron. 6: 6.) 

“Beautiful for situation, the joy of the whole earth, is mount 
Zion . . . the city of the great King.” (Ps. 48: 2.) 

“The Lord hath chosen Zion; he hath desired it for his habitation.” 
(Ps. 132: 13.) 


The City 


Although for a long period Jerusalem was to be trodden 
underfoot by Gentile powers, it was to be at last restored 
and fitted for the supreme position it is destined to fill in 
God’s plan. This was foreseen by the Prophet Zechariah: 


“Thus saith the Lord of hosts: I am jealous for Jerusalem and 
for Zion with a great jealousy. . . . I am returned to Jerusalem 
with mercies . . . the Lord shall yet comfort Zion, and shall yet 
choose Jerusalem.” (Zech. 1: 14, 16-17.) 


As to the time when this should come about Christ said: 


“Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the 
times of the Gentiles be fulfilled.” (Luke 21: 24.) 


Here the word “fulfilled” implies a definite and Di- 
vinely-appointed period. Can it be expressed in exact 
terms of years? And do the Scriptures offer any clue as to 
when the period indicated began? 

Seventy or eighty years ago, a well-known student of 
prophecy, Dr. Grattan Guinness, submitted that the 
“times of the Gentiles” represent a period of 2520 (2 x 
1260) years, which began with the epoch that saw Judah 
and Jerusalem subjugated by Nebuchadnezzar. As 2520 
years, when measured from the first year of Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s reign, B.c. 604, would expire in 1917, and this 
would coincide with the 1335th year of the Mohammedan 
calendar — the calendar of the power that for more than 
twelve centuries had trodden down Jerusalem (moreover, 
1335 [Dan. 12: 12] betokened blessing) — would the year 
1917 mark the beginning of a new era of blessing for 
Jerusalem? 

Guinness did not live to see the fulfillment of these an- 
ticipations. However, when Jerusalem was surrendered up 
by Moslem-Turkey on December 9, 1917, those on the 
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watch did not fail to observe the significance of the event, 
or of the epoch thus marked as having been entered:

It was foretold in Revelation that the Holy City would 
be trodden underfoot by Gentiles “forty and two months” 
(Rev. 11: 2). Forty-two prophetic months (42 x 30) equal 
1260 days, which was the exact interval between the assas- 
sination of the Austrian Archduke — the first fatal shot of 
World War I — on June 28, 1914, and Jerusalem’s libera- 
tion on December 9, 1917. 

Furthermore, a particular date is thrice mentioned in 
the prophecy of Haggai for the commencement of an era 
of blessing in connection with Jerusalem: 


“From the four and twentieth day of the ninth month... 
from this day will I bless you.” (Hag, 2: 18-19.) 


It is a remarkable fact that, while the Jewish calendar 
varies year by year from our Western calendar, yet, in 
1917, the 24th day of its 9th month fell on December 9 — 
the day of Jerusalem’s surrender. 

When two independent witnesses are in agreement, 
their evidence is deemed conclusive. In chronological 
prophecy there are two entirely distinct systems — 
the Bible and the Great Pyramid — yet this important 
Jerusalem date interlocks the time-measures of both. 

Contrasting the two systems, the Bible is based on the 
time-measures of Bible prophecy, as 1260 days and 1335 
days for example; the Great Pyramid on the other hand is 
based on linear measurements that are constants of year- 
circle geometry. Both systems have a year scale and, for the 
end of the age, both have a day scale. 

In Part [X of this series (Destiny for August 1953, pp. 
273-276) diagrams were introduced showing the terminal 
of the Great Pyramid’s year scale to be September 17, 2007; 
the commencement of its day scale to be August 2, 1909; the 
central date of its Second Low Passage to be July 23, 1932; 
and the terminal of its day scale, when extended to the Top 
of the King’s Chamber, to be uly 23, 1972. 

Quite early in these researches a chain of 1335 days was 
observed running out from December 9, 1917. For instance, 
2 x 1335 days from this date had ended April 1, 1925, the 
opening of the New Hebrew University at Jerusalem; a 
further 2 x 1335 days ended July 23, 1932, midway be- 
tween the official and business opening of the Ottawa 
Conference — the first important conference to be held 
by the British Commonwealth of Nations — the “nation 
and company of nations” of prophecy; a further 3144 x 1335 
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days ended May 8, 1945, Victory Day in Europe (V-E 
Day). While other important links have been noted, the 
point we would here stress is that this Jerusalem chain 
dovetails exactly into the Great Pyramid’s Day Chrono- 


graph: 
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Here Jerusalem’s deliverance, December 9, 1917, stands 
out as an event of first importance. The consistent associa- 
tion of 1335 periods with this date is most significant; also 
the three periods of 40 years, of which the first two are 
nearing completion. As the 1260-day period, June 28, 
1914 to December 9, 1917, saw Jerusalem’s liberation be- 
gin, will the 1260-day period, June 28, 1954 to December 
9, 1957, see it completed? And will July 23, 1972 perhaps 
mark a stage in the Holy City’s restoration? It will be seen 
that the above chain comprising fourteen links of 1335 days 
will end on this latter date — a Great Pyramid terminal. 
Presently we shall observe another chain comprising 
Fourteen links of 1260 days that will end on a Great Pyramid 
terminal of even greater import. 


The Throne 


David’s throne was to endure forever — not to pass 
away like other earthly thrones. When announcing this 
to David, the Prophet Nathan said: 


“Thine house and thy kingdom shall be established for ever 
before thee: thy throne shall be established for ever.” (II Sam. 
7: 16.) 


Elsewhere in the Scriptures, for instance, in Psalm 89, 
stress is laid on the immutability of this Divine covenant: 


“My covenant will I not break, nor alter the thing that is gone 
out of my lips. Once have I sworn by my holiness that I will not 
lie unto David. His seed shall endure for ever, and his throne 
as the sun before me. It shall be established for ever as the moon, 
and as a faithful witness in heaven.” (Ps. 89: 34-37.) 


If David’s descendants forsook God’s laws and com- 
mitted iniquity, their transgressions would be visited with 
the rod; nevertheless, God’s covenant would stand fast. 
His faithfulness would not fail. 

If words mean anything, the Davidic line and throne 
must exist somewhere in the world today. To spiritualize 
this prophecy is to rob it of its true significance. ““The 
‘throne of David,’”’ says Dr. Scofield, “is a phrase as 
' definite and historical as the throne of the Caesars, and as 
little admits of ‘spiritualizing.’ ”’ 

Where, then, is this throne today? 

There is a legend attaching to the Coronation Stone of 
Westminster Abbey which, if true, provides the answer to 
this question, for it identifies it with Jacob’s Stone that 
became the Coronation Stone of David’s line. A brief sum- 
mary of its history, legendary and otherwise, is given in 
Dean Stanley’s Memorials of Westminster Abbey, published in 
1868: 
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“In the capital of the Scottish kingdom was a venerable piece 
of rock, to which, at least as early as the fourteenth century, the 
following legend was attached. The stony pillow on which Jacob 
slept at Bethel was by his countrymen transported to Egypt. 
Thither . . . to Spain. From Spain . . . to Ireland. . . . On 
the sacred Hill of Tara it became ‘Lia Fail,’ ‘the Stone of Des. 
tiny.’ On it the Kings of Ireland were placed. . . . Fergus, the 
founder of the Scottish monarchy (brother of the then reigning 
king in Ireland, having conquered the Scots and become their 
king, needing it for his crowning) bears it across the sea from 
Ireland to Dunstaffnage. . . . The Stone was moved by Ken- 
neth II (a.p. 840) and planted on a raised plot of ground at 
Scome. ...” 


From Colonel Malcolm of Poltalloch, Argyll, Scotland, 
we have this recent bit of information: 


“Dunadd is within the Poltalloch Estate. On the road from 
Lochgilphead you will notice, about a mile after crossing the 
River Add, a rocky feature rising 200 feet above the plain on the 
left-hand side of the road. This is Dunadd, the ancient capital 
of Dalriada where the kings of Scotland were crowned in the 
Sixth Century and where the Stone of Destiny first lay before 
being transferred to Dunstaffnage. On the top of the rock has 
been preserved a wonderful carving in stone of a wild boar and a 
large print of a man’s foot. (The road referred to is the main 
Lochgilphead-Kilmartin-Oban Road.)” 


In 1296, Edward I carried it off to London and placed 
it in Westminster Abbey where, ever since, it has been 
the Coronation Stone of English sovereigns. 

How much of this story is to be believed? The Stone 
itself is a roughly rectangular block of reddish sandstone, 
badly worn and cracked, and measures barely 27” long, 
17” across and 11” thick. At either end are two metallic 
rings fitting loosely in eyes set in the stone, and these rings 
are worn very thin in one part. A groove, not artificially 
cut, runs right across the Stone from ring to ring, each end 
of the Stone beyond the rings being badly worn. When and 
for what purpose were these rings fitted? 

Does the Bible throw light on the early history of the 
Stone? 

At Bethel, Jacob experienced no ordinary dream.* He 
was deeply conscious that he had received a revelation 
from God confirming to him the birthright promises made 
to his father and grandfather of the land of Palestine, of a 
multitudinous seed to become a blessing to all nations, 
of Divine protection. Upon waking, Jacob said: 


“Surely the Lord is in this place; and I knew it not. And he 

. . said. This is none other but the house of God. . . . And 
Jacob . . . took the stone that he had put for his pillows, and 
set it up for a pillar, and poured oil upon the top of it. . . . And 
Jacob vowed a vow, saying . . . This stone, which I have set for a 
pillar, shall be God’s house.” (Gen. 28: 16-22.) 


Is it likely that Jacob failed to mark the position of this 
precious Stone so as to be able to find and secure it when 
he came again? Some twenty-two years later, upon return- 
ing from Padan-aram, he revisited Bethel. Once again God 
appeared to him there and on that occasion changed his 
name from Jacob to Israel — meaning “ruling with God” 
— and promised that his seed would become “a nation 
and a company of nations’; and that he would become the 
father of kings — a royal dynasty. Again Jacob set up a 
pillar — the same one we may be sure — and anointed it.

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Notice particularly that the Stone here is associated with 
“kings” and “‘a nation and company of nations.” 

Naturally, as this relic was the sign and witness of God’s 
covenant, Jacob would take great care of it, and it is not 
surprising to find that it eventually passed to Joseph and 
Joseph’s sons, who inherited the birthright (I Chron. 5: 2). 
In fact, just before he died, when prophesying what would 
befall them in “‘the last days,” Jacob associated “‘the Stone 
of Israel’? with Joseph’s seed as if, during that period of 
crisis, it would in some way afford them protection: 


“The archers have sorely grieved him, and shot at him, and 
hated him: but his bow abode in strength, and the arms of his 
hands were made strong by the hands of the mighty God of 
Jacob; (from thence is the shepherd, the stone of Israel).” (Gen. 
49: 23-24.) 

Ferrar Fenton renders the words in parentheses, ““From 
Whom is Israel’s guardian stone.” 

During the forty years of Israel’s wandering in the wil- 
derness, certain sacred objects, fitted with rings for staves, 
were borne along by men. The Altar of Incense, for exam- 
ple, had two rings for this purpose (Ex. 30: 4-5). We 
wonder whether it was not at this time that the two rings 
were inserted in the Coronation Stone and if it was the 
constant rubbing of the pole against the Stone as it swung 
while being carried that was responsible for its grooves 
and the worn condition of its rings? No other explanation 
seems more likely. 

When the Land of Canaan had been conquered and 
portioned out among the twelve tribes, as one might ex- 
pect, there is mention of a venerable Stone in Joseph’s 
territory at a place called Shechem. It was to this Stone 
that Joshua summoned the whole nation for a Divine 
service of rededication: 


“And Joshua said unto the people . . . Ye have chosen you 
the Lord, to serve him. . . . And the people said unto Joshua, 
The Lord our God will we serve, and his voice will we obey. . . . 
And Joshua said unto all the people, Behold, this stone shall be a 
witness unto us; for it hath heard all the words of the Lord which he 
spake unto us.”’ (Josh. 24: 22-27.) 


If that stone had indeed “‘heard”’ all the covenant prom- 
ises God had confirmed to Jacob — the promise of the land 
of Palestine; that his seed would become a great nation 
and a blessing to the world; enjoy Divine protection; that 
from Jacob would stem kings and a royal dynasty — could 
it have been other than the Bethel Stone? 

Later we read of this “pillar” stone in Shechem being 
resorted to for the inauguration of a king: 


“And all the men of Shechem gathered together, and all the 
house of Millo, and went, and made Abimelech king, by the plain 
of the pillar that was in Shechem.” (Judges 9: 6.) 


Now comes a crucial question. Is there mention any- 
where in Scripture of a “‘pillar” stone being used in connec- 
tion with any coronation of David’s Royal House? We do 
read that “Solomon sat on the throne of the Lord”’ (I 
Chron. 29: 23). No detailed account is given, however, 
of the crowning of David, or of Solomon; or, in fact, of any 
of their successors until we come to Joash, ninth in descent 
from David, when a very detailed description is given of 
the ceremony. * The king was brought into the Temple by 
Jehoida, the priest; the crown was placed on his head; 
the testimony (the Word of God) was presented to him; he

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was anointed with oil and the people shouted, “‘God save 
the king!’ Then these significant words are added: 


“Behold, the king stood by a pillar, as the manner was.” (II 
Kings 11: 14.) 


Some translators render it “‘stood on,” not ‘‘by,”’ a pillar. 
From this single recorded’ instance we may infer that the 
accustomed place for coronations at Jerusalem was the 
Pillar Stone in the ‘Temple. 

On another occasion we read that a king of David’s 
line — good king Josiah — “‘stood by a pillar” (II Kings 
23: 3), “‘stood in his place’ (II Chron. 34: 31) in the Temple; 
which further suggests that the Pillar Stone was in some 
way connected with the throne. 

Now we come to that disastrous chapter in the history 
of this people when, in 585 B.c., or thereabouts, Jerusalem 
and the Temple were totally destroyed by Nebuchad- 
nezzar, King of Babylon, and, so it seemed, the throne 
and all the male line of David perished: 


“The king of Babylon slew the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes: 
he slew also all the princes of Judah in Riblah. Then he put out the 
eyes of Zedekiah; and the king of Babylon bound him in chains, 
and carried him to Babylon, and put him in prison till the day 
of his death.” (Jer. 52: 10-11.) 


Thereafter, no historical mention is to be found in the 
Scriptures of the existence of David’s throne, or dynasty. 
Yet God had sworn that David’s throne would continue 
for ever; and that he would “never want a man to sit upon 
the throne of the house of Israel” (Jer. 33: 17). Had God 
broken His Word? Impossible! 

Was it a coincidence that at about the time the throne 
of David disappeared from Palestine, ancient records tell 
of the arrival of a remarkable Coronation Stone in Ireland? 
The story of this Lia Fail — Stone of Destiny — as told in 
the Chronicles of Eri* is briefly outlined as follows. 

In its early days it was carried about by priests on the 
march in the wilderness. Later, it was borne by sea from 
East to West, its bearers being resolved at starting to move 
in search of their brethren. Shipwrecked on the coast of 
Ireland, they yet “‘came safe with Lia Fail,” understanding 
that: 

‘In what land this messenger shall stay 
A chief of ‘Iber’ still shall bear the sway.” 


Eochaid “‘sent a car for Lia Fail, and he was placed 
thereon.”’ The crown was placed upon his head, and the 
mantle on his shoulders, and all “‘clapped and shouted.” 
And the name of that place from that day forward was 
called Tara. 

According to the Encyclopedia Britannica (14th Edition): 


** *Inisfail? — a poetical name for Ireland — is derived from 
Inis, ‘island’ and Lia-fail, the celebrated Stone, identified in 
Irish legend with the stone on which the patriarch Jacob slept 
when he dreamed of the heavenly ladder. The Lia-fail was sup- 
posed to have been brought by Dedannans and set up at Tara as 
the ‘inauguration stone’ of the Irish Kings: it was subsequently 
removed to Scone where it became the coronation stone of the 
Scottish kings. . . . Jnisfail was thus the island of the Fail, the 
island whose monarchs were crowned at Tara on the sacred 
inauguration stone.” 


The “‘Dedannans’”’ mentioned above as custodians of the

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Stone correspond to the “Tuatha de Danaans’’ — the 
Tribe of Dan — one of Israel’s tribes, a seafaring people 
(Judges 5: 17) who were among the earliest settlers in 
Ireland. 

Some of the settlers from the east in those far-off days 
brought to Ireland its fine linen industry. Were they also 
descendants of Jacob? Names of people sometimes remain 
long after they themselves are dead and forgotten. The 
posterity of Shelah and Er “wrought fine linen” (I Chron. 
4: 21) and “Shelah,” and its variants, is today a common 
name in Ireland; while “Er” is the root of Eri, Erse and 
Erin. “Iber,” mentioned above, is the original of “He- 
brew.” 

But there is other evidence that Hebrews were in Ire- 
land prior to the arrival there of Lia Fail; and strong sup- 
port for the tradition that, with the latter, came three 
important personages: an old prophet, a certain Simon 
Brieg, or Brech, and a princess. 

The name of this prophet, who was also a great legis- 
lator, was Ollam Fola. A medallion of him, alongside one 
of Moses, was endomed in the Four Courts of Dublin. At 
Tara he founded a School of the Prophets. He displaced 
Baal worship and gave to Ireland a new code of laws 
based upon the Ten Commandments — “the Laws of 
Eri, by which,”’ says Dr. O’Connor, “(with the addition of 
three others) the nations of Eri were ruled for 1,000 years.” 
What part Simon Brech played is not clear, but of Prin- 
cess Tephi a great deal is preserved. According to tradition 
she brought to Ireland their emblem, the Harp, which was 
likewise the emblem of David. From her union with 
Heremon sprang the long line of Irish and Scottish kings. 
At Tara a mound, the “Mergech,” is said to mark the 
burial place of this Queen Tephi. 

Let us see whether these legendary statements agree 
with what the Bible has to tell us. It is quite clear from 
prophecy that it was God’s intention to transfer the throne 
of David from the Kingdom of Judah to that of Israel — 
the ten tribes. It is also abundantly clear that His purpose 
was to remove the latter Kingdom from Palestine to a new 
homeland — some place of isolation away from Palestine 
— where they could develop, unmolested by enemies as 
beforetime (II Sam. 7: 10). The prophets refer to this new 
abode as some “‘isles” (Isa. 41: 1; 49: 1; Jer. 31: 10). If 
these “isles” were the British Isles, the “appointed place” 
to which the Israel tribes in due course were to be shep- 
herded, those early Hebrew settlers in Ireland may be 
regarded as pioneers — providing a seed-bed into which 
the throne and House of David could be transplanted. And 
surely the time had come for this. As Israel’s Law of Inher- 
itance provides for a daughter to continue the line should 
there be no male heirs (Num. 27: 7-8), it would seem that 
the situation now demanded the choice of a princess. Let 
us see how far these conjectures are warranted. 

It is in Ezekiel’s “‘riddle” addressed to “the house of 
Israel” — his parable of the “‘eagle” and the “cedar” — 
that the key lies for the unravelling of the mystery. Here 
the “‘eagle”’ represents Babylon, the “cedar” the House of 
David, and the “highest branch of the cedar” plucked off 
by the “eagle” represents the king then reigning, Zedekiah, 
and the seed Royal (Ez. 17: 1-21). Then God tells us what 
He Himself was about to do: 

“T will also take of the highest branch of the high cedar, and 
will set it; I will crop off from the top of his young twigs a tender 
one, and will plant it upon an high mountain and eminent: In 
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the mountain of the height of Israel will I plant it: and it shall 
bring forth boughs, and bear fruit, and be a goodly cedar: and 
under it shall dwell all fowl of every wing; in the shadow of the 
branches thereof shall they dwell.” (Ez. 17: 22-23.) 


The “tender twig,” a daughter of Zedekiah, would be 
transplanted into Jsrael where, in due course, it would grow 
into a far more majestic “‘cedar” — a throne ruling over a 
world-wide empire. 

When God called Jeremiah to serve as His prophet, He 
commissioned him not only to “root out” and to “pull 
down,” to “‘destroy” and “to throw down,” but also to 
“build and to plant.” But not one word is recorded as to 
what he did in the latter connection. * Having rescued cer- 
tain articles from the Temple (II Macc. 2: 4) — and is he 
likely, then, to have overlooked the Stone? — we read 
that, with his scribe Baruch and the king’s daughters, he es- 
caped to Egypt (Jer. 43: 6). Was that the first stage of a 
much longer journey? Did he eventually proceed in a ship 
westward, call at Spain, and finally land in Ireland? Was 
Jeremiah the Ollam Fola of Irish legend? Was Simon 
Brieg, or Brech, his scribe Baruch? And was Princess 
Tephi, Zedekiah’s daughter, now heiress in line of descent 
to David’s throne? Unless our eyes are blinded by preju- 
dice, we cannot fail to see in all this the wonderful fulfill- 
ment of God’s covenant to David, and why our Corona- 
tion Stone should be the “Stone of Destiny,” destined to be 
occupied by David’s descendants “‘until he comes whose 
right it is.” 

As if to confirm and draw attention to the significance 
of all this, two outstanding recent dates relating to the 
Stone, connected with the 1260-day time-mark, are ob- 
served to tie up in a remarkable way with the Great 
Pyramid. 

From August 2, 7909, the date commencing the Great 
Pyramid’s day-scale, 12 x 1260 days ended December 25, 
1950, when the Coronation Stone was stolen from West- 
minster Abbey — an event which had the effect of drawing 
the world’s attention to the tremendous importance of this 
ancient relic. Then, from June 2, 7953, when the Stone was 
used for the Coronation of our beloved Queen Elizabeth, 
14 x 1260 days will expire September 17, 2007, the date ter- 
minating the Great Pyramid’s 6,000 inch-year scale. As 
this geometrically defined chronology of the Great Pyra- 
mid was elucidated and published by Mr. David Davidson 
nearly 30 years ago, there can be no question of manipula- 
tion of dates and figures here.

But as our Coronation Stone is undoubtedly linked both 
with the past and future history of Jerusalem, should there 
not be chronological evidence of this? 

Some time ago we noticed that the two conspicuous 
dates above, December 25, 1950 and June 2, 1953, ap- 
peared to be linked together in a 1335-day period ending 
August 20, 1954, but we could see no indication of this

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being connected with the Jerusalem date, December 9, 
1917. While writing this article, however, we have ob- 
served that it is connected rather significantly, as follows: 
As previously shown, the year 1917 completed “Seven 
Times” from the first year of Nebuchadnezzar, B.c. 
604 (7 x 360 = 2520 years, or 2 x 1260 years). Now 360, 
of course, is the number of days in a prophetic year, and a full 
solar year expressed to four places of decimals contains 
365.2422 days, seven times which, each day again repre- 
senting a year, gives 2556.6954 years. 
7 X 365.2422 = 2556.6954 
7 X 360.0000 = 2520.0000 
36.6954 (or, 36 years & 254 days) 
In other words, the solar exceeds the prophetic “‘Seven 


Times” by 36 years and 254 days, which is the exact period 
between December 9, 1917 and August 20, 1954.

The three years, August 20, 1954 to August 20, 1957, 
may be important, for, from the latter, seven times 2300 
days (the “‘cleansing of the Sanctuary” period) will again 
end on September 17, 2001! 


The King 


The promise made to David, “I will set up thy seed 
after thee. ... . I will stablish the throne of his kingdom 
for ever. I will be his father, and he shall be my son” 
(II Sam. 7: 12-14), concerned the Messiah, and there is 
no doubt at all that David fully realized this, and that he 
foresaw this great One as “‘higher than the kings of the 
earth.”” Hated, derided, rejected by the world, would He 
be, ““Yet have I set my king upon my holy hill of Zion,” 
said God. Nothing will deflect God’s purpose. One day 
“the Lord shall be king over all the earth” (Zech. 14: 9). 


“The government shall be upon his shoulder. . . . Of the in- 
crease of his government and peace there shall be no end, upon 
the throne of David, and upon his kingdom, to order it, and to 
establish it with judgment and with justice from henceforth even 
for ever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts will perform this.” (Isa. 
9: 6-7.) 

To Mary, before she gave birth to our Saviour, the Angel 
said: 

“He shall be great, and shall be called the Son of the Highest: 
and the Lord God shall give unto him the throne of his father 


David: And he shall reign over the house of Jacob for ever; and 
of his kingdom there shall be no end.” (Luke 1: 32-33.) 


At the close of the Bible we find these words: 


“The kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our 
Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall reign for ever and ever.” 
(Rev. 11: 15.) 


The return of Christ as King is a certainty. It is the clear 
teaching of both Old and New Testaments, and of our 
Lord Himself. He is the nobleman in the parable who 
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“‘went into a far country to receive for himself a kingdom, 
and to return” (Luke 19: 12). He is the King who shall sit 
“upon the throne of his glory,” before whom “shall be gath- 
ered all nations” (Matt. 25: 31-32). 

Did Christ ever indicate when His return would be? 

In His Olivet prophecy of the “generation” that would 
close this age — a period (according to Hebrews 3: 9-10) 
of forty years — He outlined certain happenings and char- 
acteristics by which it might be unmistakably recognized. 
The sign this epoch of “‘sorrows”’ (lit. travail) had begun 
would be the bloodshed of a world war. The sign its birth- 
pangs were about to begin would be “men’s hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking after those things which are 
coming on the earth” (Luke 21: 26). Is that not where we 
are now? For, Jesus said, “‘the powers of heaven shall be 
shaken. And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a 
cloud with power and great glory.” 


“Verily I say unto you, This generation shall not pass away, 
till all be fulfilled.”” (Luke 21: 32.) 


An event of special chronological significance in this 
epoch would be Jerusalem’s liberation, which occurred in 
1917 — the 1335th lunar year from the Hegira, A.p. 622. 
The 1335th solar year, of course, will be 1957. Thus day 
and year Bible periods, as well as the Great Pyramid, give 
us this strikingly-defined forty-year period: 











World Travail Birth pangs 
begins end in deliverance 
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The “shaking” that is to precede Christ’s coming is like- 
wise foretold by the Prophet Haggai: 

**Yet once, it is a little while, and I will shake the heavens, and 
the earth, and the sea, and the dry land; and I will shake all na- 
tions, and the desire of all nations shall come: and I will fill this 
house with glory . . . and in this place will I give peace, saith 
the Lord of hosts.” (Hag. 2: 6-9.) 

The world is soon to experience a mighty transformation 
in which the city, the land, the people, the throne and the 
King long chosen of God to constitute His Kingdom on 
earth will be playing the parts predestined for them to fill. 
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
